Engagements upon the Seas, 
have rendred us confiderable 
to the World, The Cojf,ac/^s 
do in fome meafure imitate 
us, who took their rife from 
their Victories upon the Eux* 
ine , and fetled themfelves 
by incountring the Tartars in 
thofe Defart Plains, which 
do fofar refembie the Sea, 
that the Mariners fompafs 
may be ufeful for Direction 
in the one, as well as the 
other. Nor can this fhort 
Treatife be unfeafonable, 
fince mod: have their eyes up^ 
on this Countrey at prefent ; 
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and it is already feared, that 
the Tur\s or Tartars fhould 
make their Inroads this Sum- 
mer into Poland through 
\raine, fcarce a (f alette with- 
out mentioning fomething of 
it ? * and our preparations in 
the YVeftern Parts, will pro- 
bably, at the fame time, be 
accompanied with great at- 
tempts upon the moft haft* 
cm Frontiers of Europe, 
Michael Korihuth , Duke

Trovidenci to raife up an¬ 
other Mick Wifnowitsfy, and 
place the Crown of Toland 
on His Head, after an extra¬ 
ordinary and unexpected 
manner* A Reward, 1 hope, 
for their Families former 
Faithfulnefs, and a Terror to 
the greateft Enemy of 
Christendom. 

If this Cjreat TnW? there¬ 
fore fhall try his Fortune of 
Arms again ft Sultan Maho* 
met Han , or the Cham, or by 
reducing the Cojjac^s to their 
obedience, make the World 
have as great an efteem of 
A 4. him. 
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him, as the States of Tolani 
who elected him, thePlains, 
Woods, Rivers,Rocks, near 
which, thefe Battels fhall be 
decided, will be worth the 
confSdering>for the better un^ 
derftanding of their Hijlory , 
and the Defcription of the 
Countrey, Manners , Cuftoms, 
and Heligion , of the Cojfac\s 
and Tartars , will much in¬ 
form us in the Affairs ofthofe 
Eaflern Parts. 

The Author of this Work 
was a Commander, andeov 
ployed his Sword in Foreign 
Countreys as well as his 

Pen, 
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Pen, and his living long in 
Poland , gave him fufficient 
opportunity to make thefe 
observations which he hath 
tranfmitted to us, and which 
are the more confiderable, 
becaufe they Treat of many 
places not Conquered by the 
‘Romans , nor defcrtbed, but 
by few, Ovids banilhment 
was Neighboring,but not full 
fo Remote, Defart, and Me¬ 
lancholy, as fome of thefe 
parts. and yet fo confidera¬ 
ble a Paftage have they al¬ 
ways been, That the g reat- 
cft Incurfions into Europe 
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have been in all times 
through thefe Countreys , 
and whole Nations have 
come in upon us this way, to 
the deftru&ion of our cheif- 
eft States and Empires. 

The Actions of lfrnieL 
nuki-, General of the Coffacfa 
are very remarkable • and 
how he railed himfelf to that 
greatnefs, as to be feared by a 
Nation, which neither the 
Power of Chrijlendom , nor 
the Turfy could fhake. Molt 
of whofe Performances are 
difcourfed of in this fmall 
Treatife 3 and whatfoever is 

wanting 
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wanting of his life, or to 
make this a more accurate 
Defcription of thofe Coun¬ 
treys, muftbe imputed to the 
{lender Traffick or Com¬ 
merce they maintain with 
other Nations, and the little 
regard they havethemfelves 
to commit their own Adtions 
to Pofterity. And, I hope, it 
will be thought more ftrange, 
that there is any thing at all 
faid of them, then that there 
is fo little. The long unufual 
Names of Perfons and Pla¬ 
ces may be alfo pardoned, 
feeing they are not to be alter- 
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ed; and what is amifs in the 
Tranjlation, I hope, may be 
pafled over,fince the whole is 
prefented you with no other

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Long agoe from the time of sigifmund 
the I. there were Voluntiers from the 
frontiers of Rnjfia, Wolhima , Podolia, and 
other Provinces of Poland, which met 
together to pra&ife their Pyraciesupon 
the Black^sea where they ordinarily met 
with considerable advantages , and 
brought away rich booty both from 'he 
Turkifla Galleys and from the places 
where they often landed in Natolia, 
where they pillaged and facked whole 
Towns, as that of Trebifonde zndsynopa, 
having the boldnefs fometimes to come 
within two Leagues of Conjlantinople, and 
carry away prifoners and plunder: at 
the latter end of the year thefe adven¬ 
turers retired home , appointing firft 
their Rendezvous where they were to 
meet in the Spring in fome of the Wands 
or Rocks of the Borifihencs, from thence 
again tc make their excurfions. 

King Stephen Batory, to whom Poland 
is beholden for many good Rules, con- 
jfidering the Service which he might 
draw from thefe Rovers, towards the 
defence of the frontiers of Rujjia and 

Podo’ia 
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Todolia , which lay alwavs expofed to 
the incursions of the Tartars , formed 
a Militia out of them, and gave them 
the Town of Tretkymirow upon the Bo- 
rijihems for a Garrifon, made a General 
over them, and gave him power to make 
under-Officers, granting them befides 
their pay, divers priviledges and immu¬ 
nities, and joyned to this Infantry of the 
CoJJackj two thoufand Horfe, for the fub- 
fiftance of which he defignedthe fourth 
part of his Crown-Lands whence they 
were called gtuartani^ and by corrupti¬ 
on guartiani. 

Thefe forces thus eftablifhed for the 
guard of the frontiers, did fo fecure it 
againft the irruptions of the Tartars that 
all the defart Countrey, beyond the 
Towns of Brackjaw, Bar , and Kiovia, be¬ 
gan to be peopled, and many Towns and 
Fortreffes were built there, every one 
bringing in Colonies from the neighbor¬ 
ing Provinces. 

This Militia thus regulated, fuftained 
it felf and rendred good fervice to the 
A a Crown

Crown Poland, without comparifon, 
more profitably then before, when be¬ 
ing difperfed and fcattered about, they 
could not ad together in company. Yet 
asthisunion wasfo advantagious for the 
making head againft the Tartars , and 
for defending of the Frontiers, fo in 
ftiort time it became prejudicial and de- 
ftru&ive to the Poles, againft whom they 
many times rebelled for the Cojjacks 
finding themfelves to be offu'ch impor¬ 
tance, would fcarce receive any Or¬ 
ders from their Superiors, nor acknow¬ 
ledge their Matters upon whom they de¬ 
pended. Their firft Rebellion was in 
1587. under John Vodkorsa, their Gene¬ 
ral, who was overthrown, and in the 
end loft his head. 

In the year 15 96. King sipfmmd the 
HI. having prohibited their Pyracies on 
the Black Sea , upon the complaints which 
he received from the Grand Signior} they 
did indeed give them over, but it was, 
that they might fall upop Rnjjiu and Ly- 
thuania with the greater force, where 
they committed unheard of violences 
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under the Condud of mkrnikp their Ge¬ 
neral. In vain were Orders fent for 
their difarming and returning home, 
they defpifed all, and united themfelves 
more ftridly under their head, to refill 
the Polifh Army, which General Zol- 
kieveskj was forced to bring againfl: them, 
him therefore they expeded with a firm 
refolution near the Gitv of Hsiuhcevkjcw 
and fought the Polanders, and at firft 
got the better, but Z olhjewskj^ who was 
a great Warrier, having at length (hut 
them in , and forced them into difad- 
vantagious ftations, obliged them to de¬ 
liver up Nalevaiko , who had the fame 
end with his Predeceflbr, 

In 1^37. th eCoJJackj revolted again, 
but with as bad fuccefs as before, the 
caufe of their Revolt was. That divefs 
of the Polifh Nobility Aaving obtained 
by gift fome Lands upon thofi* fron- 
tiers, and in thofe places defigned for the 
quartering of this Militia, the more to 
augment their Revenues tney were de- 
firous to bring their new Subjeds to the 
lame days works as thofe of the other 
A 4 Pro- 
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Provinces of Poland are bound to ; and 
therefore they perfwaded King Vladejlaus 
and the States, that it was necelfary to 
chaftife the infolency ofthe CoJJacks> they 
being able raoft of all to crofs this de- 
figne, as being a free people, and cau' 
iing by their example the other Coun- 
trev-men to bear their yoak more ini' 
pa iy. So that it was refolved that 
a Fort fhould be built in a place called 
Yndah upon the Borijihenes;, a fcituation 
very proper for the brideling ofthe Cof- 
fac{s., it being near the Porohi or Rocks 
of the River which they madeufe of for 
their mod fecure Retreat, and becaufe. 
they did immediately miftruft Colonel 
Marion a Frenchman, whom the General 
Kcniefpolsk? had left with two hundred 
men to build this Fort, he caufed part of 
his Troops to winter there till it might 
be fit for defence. The Cojjacks under- 
ftanding well upon what defigne this Fort 
was built, took the Alarme at the fir ft, 
and gathered themfelves together in the 
greatefl: number that they could, but en- 
tring at that very time when they had 
aioft need of union, into difcord and di- 
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ftrufi: of their General Samkonowiez , 
after they had ma/Tacred him they cho(e 
one rattlucus in his place, a man .of fmall 
Conduft and Experience, and foon after 
payed for the folly of their choife, be¬ 
ing met withal by Marlhal Totosty about 
Korfuti;, and having but few Horfe with 
them were eafily defeated, thofe who 
fled, cafl: themfelves into Bororeits^vKich 
Totoski immediately befieged,and fee¬ 
ing that the place was not furnifhed 
with any manner of provifions, they 
were forced to deliver into his hands 
their General Vanlucus and four other of 
their principal Officers, who had their 
Heads cut off at Warfare while the Diet 
was held there the year following, not- 
withftanding that they had had their 
lives promifed them, which the States 
would not then allow of. 

The lofs of their Generals was fecond- 
ed by the lofs of their py viledges and 
the Town of Bret hymir ore granted to them 
formerly by King Stephen, and atjength 
alfo by the fuppreffion o,f their Militia, 
which the King of Poland Commanded 
A 4 h is 
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his Officers to change into a new form, 
fuch an one as might be more fit for 
obedience. 

Notwithftanding thefe difgraces they 
loft not their courage at all, but did 
their utmoft to maintain their liberty. 

i 

After they had tried again the fortune 
of the war againft General Fotoskj , and 
found themfelves confiderably weaken¬ 
ed by divers encounters, they intrenched 
themfelves beyond the Borifthenes , upon 
the River Starcza, and for more then ' 
two Months fuftained many aftaults from 
the Poles , who after having loft many of 
their own men, were conftrained to ca¬ 
pitulate with thefe defperate people, and 
to promife them that they fhould be re- 
eftablifibedin their Priviledges and their 
Militia of fix thoufand men fet on foot 
again as before, under the Command of 
a General appointed by the King, but 
tljefe Articles were not better kept with 
them then the former, and the moft part 
of their men upon their going off, were i 
either (lain or plundered by the foldiers \ 
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of the rolifi Army ; neither was their 
Militia reeftablifhed, but a new one was 
let up, their General being changed, and 
the tru eCojJacks themfelves excluded. 

The Dammage which enfued upon 
this change was foon after very fenfible 
for the Tartars made an inroad two years 
after, entred a great way into the 
Vkraw, and deftroyed the Territories 
about rereafjaw , Cor fun and JVifnowitz, 
whither before this disbanding of the 
Mack, they were: not wont to approach. 
They were therefore fome time after fet 
up again 5 and King Vladijlaus, who made 
great account of this Militia in the war 
which he intended to make-againft the 
t/ris and Tartars, was no fmall contri- 

th / e,r t0ta! reeftabI «ftment, ma- 
K,n g Bogdan Kmielmski, one of their 
own body, General over them,and with- 
1 increafing their number. . 

From all this difeourfe we may at pre- ‘ 

Mdiria that m 6 Co fl ackj are ra ther a 
Militia then a Nation, as m oft have 

thought, and we cannot better compare 

them 
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them then to the free Archers formerly 
eftabliftied in France by Charles the VII. 
who were perfons fit for Arms chofen 
out of all the Towns of his Dominion, 
and who upon the firft Orders from the 
King, were bound to meet at a general 
Rendezvous, and to ferve in the wars5 
by which they were exempted from all 
Taxes and Imports. The CoJJackj are, 
the fame , chofen and lifted in Ruff a , 
Volhinia and Podolia , and who enjoying 
many exemptions and priviledges, are 
in like manner bound to march where- 
loever they are commanded 3 formerly 
they had no more then one onely Town 
for their retreat, as hath been already 
obferved, and the Vorohi of the Borijlhe- 
nes , from whence they were called Z a- 
porouskj Cojjackj , and are hereby diftin- 
guifhed from the Cojjacks in Mofcovia 
and from thofe upon the River Don or 
’tanais. 

Vorohi, is a Ruffian term, fignifying a 
rocky Stone 3 this River at fifty Leagues 
from the mouth of it, is crofled with a 
ridge of Rocks, which maketh a kind of 
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damme or cataraft, and by this means - 
rendreththe Navigation in thofe parts 
impoffible, and taketh away from 
Vkrain the means of inriching it (elf by 
the Traffick which it might otherwise 
have with Conftantinople for Corn and o- 
ther Merchandifes in which it abound- 
eth as much as any other Countrey in the 
world 3 fome of thefe Rocks are even 
with the water, others are above the 
water, the height of fix, eight, and ten 
feet, and from this inequality there are 
in the River divers cafcades or falls which 
the CoJ]ticks themfelves doe not pafs but 
with a great deal of danger 3 there are 
thirteen of thefe falls, fome of which are 
fourteen or fifteen foot high, when the 
water is low, and it is as neceffary for a 
true Zaporouskj CoJJack to have pafled 
thefe falls, and to have made a voyage 
upon the Black Sea. , as for a Knight of 
Maltha before he come to the dignity of 
that Order, to have been in a Summers 
Expedition againft the Turks. 

Below the Forohi there are divers 
Iflands in the River Borijlhem, and a- 

mongft 



mongft others there is one very remark-' 
^b'e, fomewhat lower then the entrance 
of the River Czeriomelik,* compared a- 
bout with thoufands of other little Hies, 
fbme of which are dry, others marlhy, 
and all of them covered with Reeds, in 
fuch manner as it is hard to perceive the 
Channels which feparate them} into 
this place, and into thefe windings and 
turnings the CoJJacks make their retreat, 
which they call their skarbnift^Woyskpwa^ 
that is to fay, theTreafure of their Ar¬ 
my, and here they (hut up their booty 
which they have taken in their Pyra-1 
cies upon the Blacky Sea^ the acccefs to 
this place is fo difficult and dangerous, 
that many 'Xnrkjfo Galleys in purfuing 
them thither, have been loft, and it is. 
here that the CoJJuckj hold their Rendez¬ 
vous before they put out to fea. 

After their arrival they choofe a Ge¬ 
neral to Conduft and Command them in 
their Expedition, and then fall to work 
about their Boats, which are about three- 
fcore foot long, and eleven or twelve 
foot broad, they have no Keel, but are 
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built onely upon a bottom of Wallow or 
Limetree, fided or raifed with plancks, 
which they pin one into another 5 the 
better to freer them when they are forced 
to flye, they have two Oars or Skullson 
purpofe, their (ides are ftrengthened with 
Roaps of Pveeds, as thick as a Barrel, to 
luftain thefe Boats againft the fury of 
the waves, they have ordinarily ten or 
twelve Oars on each fide, and rowefwift- 
er then the Turkjflj Galleys $ they have 
but a bad fail, and make u(e of it onely 
in fair ' ^dter~and chooie rather to 
rowe when the wind is high*} for their 
piovifions in their voyage they take with 
them Bifcuit, put up in a Tumi, and as 
they have ufefor it, take it out at the 
bungbefides this, they have a Barrel 
ofboiled Millet, and another of Pafte 
mingled with water which they eat with 
the Millet, and it ferves them both for 
meat and drink, and is counted by them 
a dehtious di(h they carry no Aqua-vitp 
nor other Strong-waters, for although 
they peas fubjedfto drunkennefs as any 
other Northern Nation, yet thev are 
wonderfully foberin War. 


They 
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They meet ordinarily to the number 
of five or fixthoufandmen; aboutthree- 
fcore of them are imployed to the ma* 
king of one Boat, and in three weeks 
time the whole company makes ready 
about fourfcoreor anhundred; fifty or 
threefcore men goe in each Boat, armed 
with five or fix Faulcons, and every one 
with two Harquebufes, and Powder and 
Ball fufficient. Their Admiral hath a 
Flag upon his Mall: to diftinguilh him 
from the reft, they rowe altogether 
andfoclofe, that their Oars touch one 
another, they wait till the latter quar¬ 
ter of the Moon, to get out of the Ri¬ 
ver Boriflenes, that they may by the 
help of the obfcurity of fome dark night, 
not be eyed by the Turkijh Galleys who 
wait ordinarily at Ocz,akgw , a Town 
of the Turkj at the mouth of the River 
on purpofe to obferve them $ fo foon as 
they are difcovered, all the Countrey 
is in Alarmeas far as Conjiantinople , from 
whence they difpatch Couriers to all the 
coafts of Natolia , Romelia and Bulgaria, 
that all may ftand upon their guard, but 
(itch is the diligence and fwiftnefsof the 
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CoJJackf , that they ordinarily prevent 
and. outgoe the Couriers who are to 
bring news of their coining, knowing 
fo well to take their opportunity by the 
time and feafon, that they often get in¬ 
to Natolia in the fpace of forty hours. 

When they meet with any Galley or 
Veflel ( which they difcover better, and 
at a greater diftance then they can be 
difcovered ) their Boats being but two 
foot and an half above water_) they ap s 
proach towards them till night, keeping 
at about a Leagues diftance, and then 
well obferving the place where they 
law theveffel, they begin to rowe about 
midnight with all their force, and en- 
compaffing it about,take it at unawares, 
it being impoffible for a Veflel belet 
with fuch a number of Boats all at once, 
to difingage or defend itfelf} they take 
out the Money, Guns, and all the Mer- 
chandife which they can conveniently 
carry away, and afterwards fink thelhip, 
they being not dextrous enough to car¬ 
ry her off; but as they have this advan¬ 
tage by night over (hips and Galleys, 

fo 
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To they are at great difadvantage by day, 
for thefe with their great Cannon .(hot 
fcatter them, and kill many of their men, 
and then efpecially when they doe moll 
vigoroufly profecute their fight j from 
whence they oft bring back but halfe 
their equipage, though true it is, that 
they are feldom taken, by reafon when 
they are purfued, they can retire into 
the Reeds or near the Ihoares, where 
the Galleys cannot come. The Grand 
Stgnior hath often complained of their 
Pyracies to the King of Poland, who ne¬ 
ver yet gave him any greater fatisfa&ion 
for his Dammages, then he hath recei¬ 
ved from him, for the inroads of the 
Tartars, to whom there could never be 
raifed up a more futable Enemy then 
thefe Cofiackj. ■, • 

As to their manner of making war by , 
Land, they are better Foot-men then i 
Horfe, they are patient, and laborious, 
obedient to their Commanders, and i 
extremely dextrous at calling up earth, [ 
and intrenching 5 and not onely fo, but j ‘ 
alfo at another kind of ambulatory way 
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of intrenching, which they perform 
by an handfome and orderly manner* This y 
of difpofing their * Chariots, which is caIled 
abfolutely neceflary when they march tlr T * 
through thofegreat defart PIains,where ’ 
the Tartars run about continually : a 
thoufand CoJJackj thus defended with 
their Chariots, will make head againft 
hx thoufand of thofe Infidels, who fel- 
dom alight from their Horfes, fo that 
a Ditch or a fmall baricado is able to 
ltop them, it would be very difficult 
m any other Countrey to make an Ar¬ 
my march thus in the middle of Chari- 
ots, there being few Countreys in the 
world fo flat and even as that. 

The Countrey inhabited bythe top 
Jack* is called Vkraw, which fignifies 
the Frontier, it extends it felf beyond 
Volhtnia and Podolia, and maketh a part 
ot the Palatinates of Kiovia and Brae- 

fo J5 e J ears j?nce they made them- 
felves Matters of thefe Provinces, and 
of a part of bUc\ which they 

have been forced fince to quit* this 
Countrey lieth between the and 
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4o acgrcc ui l^aiuuu^, ~ 

there is nothing, but defart Plains as far 
as the Elacksea, which on one hand are 
extended to the Danube , and on the o- 


ther to Talus Mtotis, the Grafs of which 
Countrey groweth to an incredible 
length. 

Vkrain is very fruitful, and fo is Rujjia 
and Podolia, and if the Earth be never 
fo little cultivated, it produceth all fort 
of Grain fo plentifully, that the inha¬ 
bitants know not for the moft part 
what to doe with it} their Rivers not 
being navigable, whereby to tranfport 
it , they have all forts of Cattel, and of 
Game, and Fifh in abundance, Honey, 
and Wax in great quantity. Wood 
which ferves them to build their Hou- 
fes, they want nothing but Wine and 
Salt, the former they have out of Hun¬ 
gary P Tranfylvania^ Walachia, and Molda- 
via , which their Beer and Mead and A- 
quavitdi madeout of Corn, and much 
loved by them, dothfupply them with; 
for their Salt, they are fupplied with 
that from the Salt-works cf Viclittza 
near Cracow, or from Tok>ttia , which is 
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a Countrey of Poland, joyning to Tran* 
Jjlvania and Moldavia , where the water 
of moft of the Wells is fait, and being 
boiled, as they doe the white Salt in 
France, it is made up into little Cakes 5 
this Salt is very grateful to the tafte, 
but it falteth not fo well as the Salt of 
Brottage in France. Allrhe Houfes in this 
Countrey are of Wood, the lame as in 
Mofcovy and in Poland, the Walls of the 
Towns are of Earth, kept up by Stakes 
or Piles with Planks crofs them, fuch as 
damms are made with, they are fubjeft 
to nre, but refill Cannon (hot better 
than plaiftered Walls* 


The principal Rivers are the Nieper 
or Borijthenes , the Bog, the Niefter or 
Tyros, which bounds Walachia, the Dez- 
va, the Res, the Her in, the slucz, the 
Bter, and many other letfer Rivers and 
Streams, by the number of which we 
may judge of the goodnefs of the Soil*

page over the Niefler , BrarW upon the 
Bog, a Palatinacy, Winnicza, Human, 
Czcrnihow , Pcrcajlarv, Lubnie, Paxvoloiz, 
Chwajlorv , all thefe places have been 
fortified within thefe few years 5 and 
the Sieur de Beauplan , a French Inge- 
nier in the fervice of the Great Gene* 
ral Koniefpolki , and to whom the pub* 
lick is obliged for two exaft Maps 
which he hath made of the Vkrain, hath 
delineated and traced the Fortifications 
ofthe moftpart of thefe places, befides 
which, there is not a Town or Habi¬ 
tation which hath not a Rampant, or 
is not at lead: defended with a Ditch 
to fecure it felf againft the aflaults of 
the Tartars, who come often to vifit 
thefe Countreys. 

The Peafants in Vkrain , and the 
neighbouring Provinces are like Slaves, 
the fame as they are in almoft all places 
of Poland , being forced to work three 
or four days in the week for their Land¬ 
lords, 
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lords, and are charged befides with ma¬ 
ny other duties, as of Corn and Fowl, 
for the Lands which they hold, and to 
pay the Tenth of Sheep and Hogs,and 
all Fruit, and to carry Wood and doe 
divers other days works 3 add to this 
the ill treatment which they receive 
from the Jews, who are Farmers of the 
Noblemens Lands, and who before the 
wars did exaft all thefe Duties with a 
great deal of rigor 3 and befides that 
had Farmed out the Brewing of Beer, 
and the making of Strong-waters, fo 
that we need not wonder fo much at l 

their frequent revolting, and that in i 

thefe laft wars they difputed and de¬ 
fended their liberty withfo muchobfti- 
nacy 3 for this fevere fervitude hathdif- 
clofed all thefe brave TLaporowsfy Cof- 
fackj) whofenumber is much increafed 
of late years, through the difpair into 
which, the feverity of the Gentlemen 
and the Jews, call: the people of this 
Frontier, which hath conftrained them 
to leek their Liberties, or the end of: 
their Miferies among the reft. 

; '.' J B 3 The 
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The inhabitants of V\rain] who are 
all at prefent called CojJackj , and glory- 
in carrying that name, are of a good 
ftature, aftive, ftrong, and dextrous in 
what they doe, liberal, and little ca¬ 
ring to gather Riches, great lovers of 
Liberty, and that cannot fuffer any 
yoak j unwearied, bold and brave, but 
very great drunkards j perfidious and 
treacherous j they delight in Hunting 
and Filhing, and in all Arts neceffary 
to a Countrey-life, and to war, they 
have alfo this peculiar Art, that they 
underftand beft how to prepare Salt-pe- 
terwith which their Countrey abound- 
cth, and from whence great quantity 
istranfported into divers places of Eu¬ 
rope , they carry much of it to Dant- 
where the Hollanders and other 
Nations receive it. 

This Countrey is very much incom- 
modated with Flies,which fting fo fierce¬ 
ly in Summer, as to make their faces 
all fweiled , who doe not lie under a 
kind qf Net made like a foldiers Hut, 
covered with a cottqn Cloth tucked in 
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on the fides, and hanging down half a 
foot below the Bed, fo that there may¬ 
be left no place open : but they are 
much more infefted with Locufts which 
come in fome years, efpecially in very 
dry feafons, they are brought by an 
Eajl or Southeaft wind out of Tartar /, 
Carcajfia, and Mengrdia , which Coun- 
treys are fcarce ever free from them; 
they come in clouds of five or fix 
Leagues long,and three or four Leagues 
broad, and darken the Air in fuch fort, 
that the mod clear weather becomes 
dusky; wherefoever they ftay, they 
reap all the Corn inlefsthentwo hours 
time, though it be but green: thef« 
Infefts live but fix months 5 in the pla¬ 
ces where they fay $m Autumn they lay 
their Eggs, every one about three 
hundred, and in the following (pring 
they are hatched, and if the weather 
be drie, turn into fo many Locufts, the 
great Rains kill them,and by this means 
this Countrey is delivered from that 
fcourge, or elle by the North and North- 
n>eji winds, which drive them into the 
Slack, Jea } when they are newly hatch- 
B 4 ed 3 
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ed, and are not yet turned into Flies, 
they creep into Houfes, into Beds, up* 
on the Tables, and upon the Meat, fo 
that they cannot eat without fwallow- 
ing fome of them: in the night they 
fall down into the high-ways and fields, 
which are fometimes covered with 
them, and when a Chariot comes to 
pafs over them, they fend forth an in-*- 
tolerable ill fmell. 

The Ruffians and CoJfachj are affli&ed 
with a difeafe called by the Phyfitians, 
Tlica 3 and in the language of the Coun- 
trev CofcheJij they who are feized with 
it,loofe the ufe of their Limbs, asPara- 
litical perfons doe, feeling great pains 
irt their Nerves *, this is followed by a 
great fweat in their Head, and after 
that, their Hair is all .glued together, 
at which time the palfie leaveth them, 
but their Hair remaineth wreathed a nd 
in Elves-locks; this difeafe which is 
incident to Horfes as well as Men, is 
thought incurable in that Countrey, but 
the Sieur de Beauplan allures us he hath 
cured many, by treating them in the 
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t fame manner as t;hofe who are infe&ed 
with the Lues Venerea , and fome have 
) been infenfibly delivered from it by 
• the change of Air in paffing from one 
Countrey to another ; this difeafe pro- 
» ceedeth according to the common opi- 
1 nion from the crudity or fome other 
> bad quality of their waters $ and this 
is remarkable in it, that it is communi¬ 
cated by Coition, as the French Fox : 
Some Children bring it with them into 
I the world, and are cured as they grow 

, up.

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The Principal points in the Greek Re¬ 
ligion wherein they differ from thelrf- 
iine are, That they doe not admit of the 
proceeding of the Holy Ghoji from the Fa¬ 
ther and the Son, hut from the Father one- 
ly, thinking that if they ftiould believe 
him to proceed from both, it would 
fuppofe in him a double Underhand* 
ing, and a double Will. 

The Greeks alfo deny Purgatory,

T Here are two great Nations in 
the world, who live very much 
after the fame manner, are of the fame 
Religion, and pretend to the fame ori¬ 
ginal , thefe are the Arabs and the Tar¬ 
tars , the firft living in part of Aju 
and of Africa, and the latter poflemng 
all the Northern Regions of Ajia, and 
extending their Territories into #/* 
rope: fome of thefe are more civilized 
then the others, have Towns and Lite¬ 
rature, and improve their knowledge 
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in ArtsandSciences, but the moft part 
( i of them live a wandring life up and 
\ down in the Fields and Plains,in Tents 
' or Sheds, orelfe contented to have no 
other covering but the Heaven, not 
addicting themfelves to Agriculture, 
but delight in Hunting, Fighting, Rob¬ 
bing, and have little other Riches then 
their Heards and Flocks. 

All thefe Tartars are divided into p cr f e 
Hordes, and the Arabs into Heyles or acfn- 
■ Cobeyles, and almoft all thefe people, gregati-’ 
’i make no allyance out of their own on * 
Lineage and Blood.from whence appa¬ 
ll rently proceeds, that great refemblance 
icir which they have to one another j and 
t ^ ome peculiar Features which doe eafi- 
rj. lydiftinguilh them from other Nati- 
jr. ons.

and his pteHeceffors led away captive

did at length fall into this Countrey, 
and take poffeflion of it all, about 46c.

Taurica Cherfonefi# is about fifty 
Leagues long, and in fome parts thirty 
Leagues broad, in others lefs ^ but the 
Jeffer Tart ary is of‘a greater extent, 
comprehending Bndtiak* which is a 
Countrey lying between the Ntejkr and 
the Eorijihenes, as far -as the Don oxTa~ 
***, and all along the Sea of Elle Z a- 
baccbe, or Talus M<eotis. ( 

There are no Towns nor yet Villa¬ 
ges, but in theChtrfonefusfhe reft being 
only incultivated Plains, yet of them* 
felves very fruitful, and the ‘lartars 
encamp up and down in them as they 
find more or lefsforrage, andmakeule 
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of their Huts, and their travelling 
Iheds, onely in the winter to defend 
themfelves againft the great cold and 
i fnow, whidh we mean alfo of thofe 
: onely who are left to keep the Herds 

L and Flocks $ as for the reft they are 
, ordinarily employed about this time, 
’ when the Rivers and Marfhes are fro¬ 
zen up, to make their inroads, and plun¬ 
der in Vkrain , and upon the frontiers 
of Mofcovy . 

' The Towns of this Teninfula are firft 
[ Przecop , called Or by the Tartar x, where 

there are about four hundred Houfes 5

the Town by it hath not above three 
or fourfcore Houfes. 

The places poffeffed by the Turk, 
are the Port of Baluelawa , very much 
efteemed, where the Ships and Galleys 
are made for him, but there are not 
there above two hundred Houfes at 
moft. Ingermen, and Mancup, Cables with 
ruined Towns, but the moft confidera- 
ble place is Cafa, formerly called Theo. 
dolta, when the Genoefes were Mafters of 
it, it was one of the moft trading 
Towns of the Levant,, butitis fince fain 
from its Grandeur, and hath run the 
fame fortune with moft of thofe 
Towns, which have fallen under the 
Ottoman Dominion 5 yet there are ftill 
remaining about five or fix thouiand 
Houfes 1 the Inhabitants are Greeks, Ita¬ 
lians , the remainder of the Genoefes, 
Armenians, Jews , Turks and Tar tars,but 
the moft part of them are Chrijtians , 
who have had to the number of fiveand 
forty Churches there, either Greek, Ar• 

, piiM&n, or Latin e, . 

Tame* 
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Taurica Cherfoncfus confifteth partly 
of fruitful Plains, and partly of Woods 
and Hills, it produceth all fort of Grain 
and excellent Fruit and Wine. The Chri- 
fliatis and Jews Till the Ground 5 th^ 
Tartars imploy their Slaves In the fame 
labor, efteeming it an employment , be¬ 
low them, but the Tartars without, de- 
fpife it more, and choole rather to be 
Shepheards and Robbers: Their Hor- 
fes and Cattel are their Riches, with 
the Booty and Slaves of both Sexes, 
which they take in their incurfions 
and fell to the Merchants of CaJJ'a, af¬ 
ter they have provided for themfelves, 
and furnithed the Cham , who hath the 
priviledge to take firft what Men and 
Women he pleafeth, thefe Slaves are 
afterwards carried away by the Mer¬ 
chants of Conjlantinofle , S ynopa and 
Trebifondc , and other places of the Eaji, 
efpecially the Women and Maids of 
Poland , who are carried away fome- 
times as far as P crjia and India , to fur- 
nifli the Serragljo% of thofe Countreys 
where they are much efteemedj for¬ 
merly the Sol dans of JEgjpt did furni(h 
C 4 them- 
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themfelves with Soldiers out of 7 ‘auric* 
Cherfonefus, compofing their Militia of ! 
Slaves taken by the Tartars in RuJJia, 
Todolia , Mofcovia , and Circajjia. But 
fince the ruine of that Military Em¬ 
pire by Selim , that Commerce with 
JEgyp hath ceafed. The Tartars re¬ 
ceive from the Chrifiian and JervtJh 
Merchants in exchange for their Slaves 
and Cattel which they bring them, 
Twkjp Horfes, Arms, Stuffs for cloath- 
jng and other Commodities. 

The Pro;copan Tartars are moft of 
them of a middle ftature, ftrong, and 
thick Limbs, fhortNeck, broad Face, 
their Eyes fmall, but very black, and 
opening wide, their complexion Taw¬ 
ny, and other particular Lineaments 
they have which doe eafily diftinguifh 
them from among many other men, har¬ 
dened to all fort of Labour and Pains 
from their very infancy. Their Mo¬ 
thers bath them almoft every day in 
water, in which Salt is diffolved, to 
make their bodies more ftrong, and lets i 
apt to be penetrated by the injuries or I 
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« the Air, which I have feen alfo prafti- 
of fed by the Tolijh Women, but thefe 
i are contented to prepare this Lye one- 
it ly once a week, their Fathers teach 
i- them very early to draw the bowe, and 
ft from the age of twelve or fifteen years 
e- they carry them with them to the wars. 

es The Tartars who live abroad, are ha- 

1, bited in Sheep-skins with a Cap of the 
b fame Stuffe; their Arms are ordinarily a 
Cimeter, a Bow and a Quiver, with 
about twenty Arrows^ they make them- 
of felves thefe Arms, thus, their Bows 
id out of Horfes Pizzels, their Quiver, 
I* out of his skin, and tye the heads of 
nd their Arrows with little Thongs-cut

tf . which they have, that our Sadlers in 
itB France and Germany have not yet been 
to- able to imitate them 3 they begin to 
if u fe Fire-arms, and all of them arefur- 
tt ^ w 'th Knives and Inftruments to 
lei mend their Bridles and Saddles, which 
& they alio make themfelves 3 they carry 
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with them a Steel to ftrike fire, and a 
Mariners Compafs, a Sun-dyal to guide 
them through the defart Plains where 
there is no beaten way*or path. The 
chief among' them wear Cloth of di¬ 
vers colours, have Linnen made of Cot¬ 
ton, Coats of Mail, Turkifh Saddles, 
and are in anhandfome equipage, pur- 
chafed either of the Armenian Mer¬ 
chants, or taken in War ^ all ride vfery 
fhort, and carry their Legs bended and 
high, after the manner of the roles, 
Turks 0 Arabs 5 and of all the Eaflern Na- 
tions, and the Africans. Their Horlj i 
fes which they call Bacmates, are long, 
ugly, and lean, have the Hair of their 
Neck thick, and great Tayls which 
hang down to the ground} but Na¬ 
ture hath very well repaired their ug- 
linefs by their (wiftnefs, and their in- 1 
comparable and indefatigable fervice 
they perform in travelling, being able 
to carry their Riders whole days jour¬ 
neys without drawing Bit} they feed 
at all times, and when in winter the 
Earth is covered with Snow, and the 
Tartars make their incurfions, they live

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lame, and I have feen at my being in 
Poland, divers Tartar prifoners come 
and take away dead Horfesout of the 
Stables to feaft one another with, fo 
that there is no fear in thofe Coun* 
treys that the carcafles of dead Beads 
(hould infeftthe Air, they will take an 
order for that, and not fail to carry 
them away, affoon as they know where 
they are j the ufe of Wine being for* 
bidden them by the Law of Mahomet , 
their drink is ordinarily clear water, 
and in winter fnow, when the Brooks 
and Rivers are frozen over, andfome* 
times the broth made with their 
Horfeflelh, and the Skumme, or elfe 
Breha, which is a drink made with boil' 
ed Millet, but thofe who are better ac* 
commodated, and more delicate,drink 
Mares milk, Mead, and Strong waters, 
and eat Lamb,Kid, Fowls, and alllort 
of Game which they take:, they de¬ 
lighting much in Hunting and Fowling; 
but all ab(lain from Swmes-flelh, and 
one may fay this of them in genera, 
that they are fober and continent; 

as for the Cham himfelf he keeps a 
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better Table, and fares more delici- 
oufiy, is nobly lodged, and lives mag¬ 
nificently, and as becomes one of his 
Quality. 

Their Language is much like the 
'Turkijh^ both of them having the fame 
original, onely th cTnrkjJh is more mix¬ 
ed with Perjian and Arabic!^ wordsjtheir 
Religion is the Mahumetan . 

As to their Morals, there are 
very few Nations to be found lefs viti- 
ous, for befides their continence, they 
are extremely fincere,andfaithful,they 
have no Thieves or falfe witneffes a- 
mongft them , little injuftice or vio¬ 
lence, and live in Union and great tran¬ 
quility 5 as to their harafing the Chri¬ 
stian Countreys , they doe tot think 
they commit any fault or injuftice in 
doing it, feeing that they are efteemed 
by them as people that are Infidels and 
abominable. 

The marvellous fidelity of the Cap-

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obferved, who never fail to return at 
the time appointed, when they are let 
loofe upon their word to goe and pro* 
cure their Liberties by the exchange 
of Volijh prifoners, which they exe¬ 
cute pun&ually, or return themfelves 
not failing a minute => and I have obfer¬ 
ved that the. Folifh Gentlemen doe ra¬ 
ther truft the young Tartars , which 
are in their fervice, with the keys of 
their Money and Jewels, then any o- 
ther of their Houfhold. 

Thefe People obey one Prince whom 
they call their Cham or King •> the Vo- 
landers name him the Czar or Cafar, he 
is much refpetted by his own People 
and Reigneth defpotically , as almoft 
all other Mahometan Princes do 5 the 
Cham hath power of nominating his fuc- 
ceffor, who is ordinarily his Son or one 
of his Brothers, he that istofuccecd,is 
called the Calga } the Nobles or mod 
confiderable of his Subjects are named 
Murzas, Since that Selim , Emperor of 
the Turks brought a part ofTaurica Cher-, 
foneftss under his obedience j the Chatm 
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are not become Tributaries,as fome fay, 
but Vaflals to the Grand Signior, in 
1 fiich fort, as for a mark of his Sove- 
'I raignty over them, they receive a Stan - 
» dard from him at the change or inftal- 
y lation of every Cham. The firft: King 
le or Cham of thefe People was one Vlan^ 
n whofe birth they report to b^miracn-* 
it louss bis Succeffors were fupplanted 
about two hundred years agoe by the 
n Geereys , a Family which at this day 
fits upon the Throne, yet their are 
fome left of the former, ftill called 
0 Vlans, and are to fucceed in the Go- 
F vernment when the Houfe of the Gee- 
r,i reys (hall be extinft.

The Religion of the Pracopian Tar- 
1 tars being Mahometan, and their Lan- 
(« guage the TttrkjJ}), together* with their 
cG nearnefstQ Conjiantinople 5 theGovern- 
;i ment alfo is very like to that of the 
,1 Turks-, the Cham's firft Minifter of 
an State is called the Vizier , the fame as 
or the Grand Signior’s 5 they have alfo 
,/s Priefts and Caditi s to doe juftice, for 
iti the admioiftrationof which they have 

no 
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no other Code but the Alcoran^ snd no 
other interpreter of that but their own 
common Senfe$ the parties plead their 
own Cafes, which are briefly and tea- 
dily difpatched 5 the c/14^himfclfdoth 
luftice, and determines Controverfies, 
efpecially when he goeth forth in pub- 
lick , without acception of perfons, 
hearing the poor as well as the rich. 
Drunkennefs, Murder, Adultery, ana 
Theft are moft rigoroufly pumlhed, 
and though they be much accustom¬ 
ed to rob in War, yet they totally ab* 
(lain from it in their own Countrey, 
where wearing of any Arms is prohi¬ 
bited them, even in the Chant s Court. 

The forces of this Prince are.very 
numerous, for gathering together all 
the hords, t>f the Tartars , who c oe 
either obey him or are his Allies, he 
is able to bring into the field mapy 
thoufand Horfe; they have nio Foot 
but fome Janifaries which they receive 
from the Turk, upon any expedition 
which they make by his Order or A* 
greement, there are fome few Garn- 
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fonsinthe Caftlesand ftrong places of 
TattricaCherfonefus, the moftconfidera* 
ble is in the Fortrefs of Przecop , or Or, 
which hath notwithftanding but a bad 
Ditch four or five fathoms over, and 
a Rampart of feven or eight foot high, 
and two fathoms and half over 5 here 
lieth always a ftrong Guard to defend 
the entranceof the Peninfnla , and he 
that is Governor is Commander of all 
1 the Hordes of the Tartars , as far as the

The wars which the Tartars ordinarily 
, roakq, is rather an inroad then any thing 
elfe. ’ 

How ftrift peace foever.they have 
I with the Chrijiians their neighbors, 
they doe not fail to vifit them often, 
e either upon theit* inclination, or upon 
lv the Command of the Chatu^ who always 

* pretends tp a Tribute from the Mofco- 
5 ’ vites and Polanders , which they have 

* paid fometimes when neceffity hath 
® forced them, and refufed at others, as 

not willing to fubjed themfelves 
t0 thefe acknowledgements towards 
111 D infidels 
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Infidels, and thofe whom they defpife* 
When the Tartars would make any 
great inroad either into Poland or Jllof- 
covyb they choofe ordinarily the full 
Moon of Jamtat^dAi the Rivers, Lakes 
and Marines,'being then frozen, and 
the Earth, efpecially in the plain De¬ 
farts covered with Snow, which is ve¬ 
ry commodious for their Horfes which 
are not (hod ^ every Tartar carriethtwo 
with him, either for change, or to car¬ 
ry his booty and pro vi lion 5. neither is 
his provilion, very weighty, confiding 
onely of a little Millet , dried Flelh 
powdered after the manner of the Turks , 
and fome Garlick, which they hold ve¬ 
ry. proper to digeft fomany crude Meats 
as they eat, and many times they car¬ 
ry nothing, feeding onely upon the 
ftelh of their Horfes -which perilh in 
their march 5 they take their way 
through the Valleys and mojf obfcurc 
paffages, that they may not be difco- 
vered by the CoffacAs, who always keep 
Centry and Watch, and are out upon 
parties to hear news of them, and fo 
to allarm the Countrey. That which is 
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moftfurprifingis, That in the middle 
of winter they incamp without fire, fof 
fear of being difcovered, and eat lit¬ 
tle but Horfeflefh dewed under their 
Saddles5 when they are arrived at' 
thofe places where they intended, whi¬ 
ther it be in Vkrain or elfe where, their 
Generals let loofe one third part of 
their Army, which is divided into di¬ 
vers Troops, andthefe over-run and 
pillage all the Countrey five or fix 
Leagues about the wings of their Ar¬ 
my 5 their main body in the mean time 
keeping clofe together, to be in a po- 
fture to fight their Enemies, if their 
(hould be occafion 5 afterwards this 
party being returned, they let loofe 
another in its turn, obferving always 
this Order, That aljl their Troops which 
1 runup and down, may in a few hours 
return to the body of their Army t af- 
: ter they have pillaged and harrafed 
• the Countrey five or fix days, they re-

Tartars of Budziak) who at that feafpn 
lead their Horfes and Cartel into the 
Plains to feed, and fo getting ground,

The Tartars fight not but in great 
Troops of two, three, or four thoufand 
Horfe, and feldom give battle but when 

they are much the (tronger and when 

their Army is forced and broken up 
by the enemy, they fcatter and duperle 
themfelves into fo many little Troops, 
that the Folandcrs and Germans , who 
march clofe and by fquadrons, know 
not which to fet upon in their retreat; 
they (hoot their Arrows from behind 

them, with fuch exa&nefs as to h ' £

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thofe who purfuethem at two hundred 
I paces diftance, and at a quarter of a 
League from thence rally their forces 
again and return prefently to charge 5 
i this they repeat often, it being their 

I manner of fighting, but it is onely thus, 
i when they are the greateft number, 
it forotherwife when they once run, it is 
)! full fpeed, and not to return again, and 
h it is difficult to furprife them, they 
A keeping drift watch all night, not 
a eafie to defeat them,unlefs it be in fome 
»! [freight, or upon fome pafs of a River. 

The prifoners which they take, they 
make Slaves and fell them to the Mer- 
!J chants of Conjlantinopje and Cafa, and 
A other places of the Eajl , who either 
ic keep them to wait upon themfelves, 
or to look after their Cattle, or till the 
® Ground, entertaining with the fame 
;if face as we have formerly fpoken of, as 
of divers Polijh and French Officers have 
i related unto me$ amongft others, Lieu- 
tenant-Collonel Nicolai, and Captain 
■eat Croujiade , who mod unfortunately fell 
ii»; into their hands ? but the Poles are e- 

I I D 5 ven 
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ven with them, for except thofe Chil¬ 
dren whom they choofe to wait upon 
them, and Baptize and inftruft in the 
Chriftian Religion, or fome Murza 
which they (hut up and treat well e- 
nough, and hope to exchange for fome 
Tolijh Nobleman, prifoner in Tartary j 
the reft are kept as Slaves, having al¬ 
ways Irons upon their feet, and are 
made ufe of as Beafts to carry all mam- 
rter of burthens, Lime, Brick, and all 
other materials for building Woodfor 
their Kitchins and Chambers, and to 
make clean their Houfes, and Plough, ( 
and other labors, being always follow¬ 
ed by one who keeps them to their 
work, yet thefe poor people get fome 
time to make Whips, which they fell 
and buy provifions with the Money, 
their ordinary allowance being onely 
Bread and Water, unlefs when they 
get a dead Horfe ’■> when I was at War - 
jarx> , I had opportunity to take notice 
of two or three hundred of them, who 
lived after this manner, either under the 
Ring, or fqme great Tohjh Nobleman.

P oland hath had often very pow¬ 
erful Enemies to deal with , as 
the German Empire, the Knights 
of the Teutonic fince their efta- 

blifhment in PruJJia , often backed by 
German Forces, the Tartars who have 
made frequent incurfions, and fome- 
timestraverfed the Countrey from one 
end to the other. The Turks whocame 
D 4 in 
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in the year 1621. to Choczin upon the 
Jsliejire with an Army of four hundred 
thoufand men, and feemed to fwallow 
up the Kingdom, and the rather, be- 
caufe at the fame time the King of Swe¬ 
den , Gujiavus Adolphus entred into Lief- 
land with a confiderable force, yet have 
the Poles made head againft all thefe 
Enemies, though never fo redoubtable, 
and thofe Wars never appeared fo dan¬ 
gerous to them, as that which infued 
upon jthe defection of the Cojjachj in the 
year 1648. almoft at the very moment 
of the death of their King, for thefe 
Rebels did notonely ingage all thofe 
of BlackjbtJJia to rife with them, but at 
once laying off all that mortal and ir¬ 
reconcilable hatred which they have 
always had for the Tartars , they made 
a League with them, and did proceed 
further to implore the affiftance of the 
Turk, towards the total ruine and de- 
ftru&ion of Poland . 

Having therefore joyned their for¬ 
ces with thofe of the Infidels, they made 
in lefs then four years time, four great 
‘ irrupti- 
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it irruptions into this Kingdom with Ar¬ 
id mies of two or three hundred thoufand 
u fighting men, who were the more for- 
t midable, by reafon that their Infantry, 
e- hardned to all labor and injuries of the 
f weather, and fufficiently warlike by 
vc their frequent incountring the Tartars 
& invafions, were now fuftained and 
!e, backed by the Tartar Cavalry, which 
b* without corftradiftion would be the 
ed beft in the world if it were exercifed 
the with the fame Martial Difcipline as 
at that of Chrijiendont

ife Bogdan Kmelttisfy was the firft fpark 
:at which kindled this fire, and the hinge 
it* upon whom this war moved, he was 
ive born a Gentleman, fon to the Podjiar - 
ide vojlc of a Polifo General, being inrol- 
ed led young in the CoJJackjan Militia 5 
ck from a private foldier he attained by 
de- degrees to the charge of a Captain, 
and was deputed from this Militia to 
the Diets of Poland , was afterwards 
f 0[ . made Commiflary-General, and in the 
,adt end General, having befides this fome 
tin&ure of literature, a thing very rare 
:pt>‘ in 
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in any of thole people '■> King Vladr 
Jlaus being weary of languifhing in a 
fiothful quietnefs, while thatmoft part of 
the other Kings and Princes of Chriften- 
dom were in action, in the year 1646. 
deligned a war againfl: the Pr<ecopiatt 
Tartars , whom he pretended to drive 
out of Crimea, and judged Kmielniskh 
worthy to Command the CoJJackjan Ar¬ 
my, of which he made very great ac¬ 
count, efpeciallv in this expedition 5 
but the Kings defigne not being fecond- 
ed by the Chrijlian Princes, who were 
employed otherwife, nor by the Veneti¬ 
ans themfelves, upon whofe affiftance 
he did very much depend, and on the 
other fide the States of Poland being 
jealous of his railing forces, he was 
obliged to disband and pay off .his 
Troops with a good part of his Queens 
Dowry. Ktnielniskj was by this means 
out of fervice yet foon found occafi- 
on of imploying himfelf upon a dif- 
pute which happened about his Eftate, 
between him and Czapliniskj, Lieute¬ 
nant to Koniclpolskji Great enfigne of 
the Crown, and was the more exafpe- 

rated 







rated by the ill treatment which his own 
Wife and Son received, who in the ftrife 
happened to be ftruck with a Cudgel : 
he was not long before he returned the 
injury, for difcovering that the Rujjes 
were difpofed to fet themfelves free, 
' and could no longer relifti that peace* 
which inftead of procuring them repofe, 
gave a greater opportunity to their 
Noblemen to keep them in fervitude 
and oppreffion* he very well managed 
their difcontents, and affured himfelf 
of the Copckj y retiring himfelf about 
the beginning of the year 1648. to- 
e wards the Poroh'i, or Ifles of the Borrji- 
t henes , there to fortify and put himfelf 
\ in defence againft any aflault of the 
s Polanders .

5 Some thought, and with great pro- 
? bability, that King Vladijlaus, being 
!• willing to take in hand* again the der 
ftgne of his expedition againft the Tar- 
t tars , entertained a private correfpon- 
\ dence with him, and was the caufe un¬ 
it der-hand that the CoJJac!{s revolted, to 
• the end that the States of Poland fur- 

nilhing 
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nifhing him with an Army to fupprefs 
them, when they came to meet, they 
might joyn their forces, and the great- 
eft part being ftrangers, and Com¬ 
manded by thofe who are intimate 
with them, they would little have re¬ 
garded the Orders of the States, but 
followed this Prince againft the Tartars 
and againft the Turl\s alfo, with whom 
they would necefTarily have been in- 
gaged, having attacqued the former 5 
buthowfoever it was, Kmtelniski feeing 
that the Letters which he fent into To - 
land to complain of the injuries done to 
the CoJJacks , and to him in particular, 
although full of fubmiflion and prote- 
ftations of Obedience, were of no effeft; 
bht on the contrary, the Great General 
Totoskj was preparing to come againft 
him; and diftrufting his own ftrength, 
he called for affiftance from the Tartars, 
who pafled the winter, in the defart 
Plains, feeking their opportunity to 
make their ordinary inroads, and plun¬ 
der in Vkrain , conduced by Tohaibeg, 
one of their Captains, a brave Com¬ 
mander, but often mutinous, and re- 

fraftory 
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frattory to the Orders of th tCham. 


The great diftance of places was fa¬ 
vourable to Kmielniskj , and kept the 
Tolijh Generals fome time from the 
knowledge of his. private Treaties, but 
fo foon as they had certain advice 
thereof, they refolved to march with 
all diligence towards the Zaporovian 
Iflands, and to ftifle this revolt in its 
Cradle, they difpatched therefore on 
that fide, a part of the Army de- 
figned for the Guard of the frontiers, 
and particularly the body of CojJachj 
entertained in thefervice of the States 
under the conduit of Schomberg their 
Commiflary. Stephen Totoskj , Son to 
the General Sapiha Czarnecfy, and fome 
other Officers. Part of the Coflackjan 
Militia which was imbarked upon the 
Borijihenes , being arrived at the Torohi, 
went immediately over to Kmielniski , 
violating in favour of their Countrey- 
men, their Oath of Allegiance to the 
Pelanders, which they had fo lately 
taken. Kmielniski marching with this 
recruit againft the reft of the CoJJackj, 



cafily obliged them to follow the ex¬ 
ample of the former, among thefe lat¬ 

ter, there were fome Troops of Dra¬ 
goons which did excellent fervice in 
this war againft the Polijh Nobility, 
who to fave the charges of a German 
Guard, which the Gentlemen of that 
Countrey ufed to have about their per- 
fons, had Armed and Habited many of 
thofe Countrey-men after the faftiion 
of the German Dragoons , renewing 
thus their courage by the change of 
their condition, and bringingthemout 
of the bafenefs of flavery. Kmielniskj 
fortified with thefe revolting CojJackjt 
found no great difficulty to overcome 
the reft of the Volijh Troops, who were 
not in all above fifteen hundred men $ 
the Poles defended themfelves fome days

This misfortune which happened a- 
bout Korfua, became more fenfible to 
Toland by reafon of the death of King 
Uladijlaus the IV who died at this time 
at Mereche in Lithuania in the two and 
fiftieth year of his age, no man doubt¬ 
ing but this Prince by his valour joyn* 
ed with all thofe other great perfecti¬

the hands of a Greeks Monk i this Pala¬ 
tine wh® was alfo a Gree 4, ufed very 
tnilde and obliging expreflions to bring 
back the head of the Cojjacks to his o- 
bedience, fetting forth to him the an- 
tient fidelity of the Zaporowskj CoJJackj, 
who though they were very jealous of 
their Liberty, were always verycon- 
ftant, and lived in a State where all 
perfons, but chiefly Men of War, had 
always free accefs to make good their 
interefts, and to complain of their inju¬ 
ries which they received ; that he, be¬ 
ing the onely Senator of the Greek Re¬ 
ligion, andProte&or of their Rites and 
Churches, which he did always moll 
heartily defend : did conjure him by 
the Saintity of the fame Religion, and 
the Honour of the RuJJian Nation, that 
he would fend home the Tartars, and 
lead the CoJJackj back into their ordina¬ 
ry ftations, and that in the mean time 
he would depute fome perfons to make 
known the injuries which they and he in 
particular had received, and to defire 
fome redrefs, offering his own care 
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and fervices to help .them to all the fa- 
tisfa&ion they could pretend to, and 
withal, he was a perfon of that rank 
and quality in the State, that no Deter¬ 
minations or Orders could be given 
either for peace or war, without his 
being advertifed of it; but heaflured 
them, he fhould always be inclined to 
have thefe diforders terminated in a 
peaceable way, rather then to have 
them entertained by the continuation 
of a Civil war 5 and that their Arms at 
prefent imployed in their mutual Hu¬ 
me, might be more profitably , and 
glorioufly madeufe of againft the ene¬ 
mies of Chriftendome. The Tartars 
were apt upon theleaft occafion to take 
up Arms, but their firft heat and cho- 
ler being paft, they returned ofthem- 
felves, and were reconciled without a- 
ny Mediation , they fhould therefore 
take their leaves of them, and retain 
nothing but this laudable cuftom of 
theirs. The Monk who carried this

found confufed enough 5 the General 
called the foldiery together in a tumul¬ 
tuous way, had the Letter read before 
them, and was the firfi: himfelf who ap¬ 
proved the Council of the Palatine of 
Braclaivj and being backed by the Plu¬ 
rality of voices, it was determined that 
all afts of hoftility (hould ceafe, and 
that they (hould wait for an anfwer 
from the Court of Toland 5 that the 
Tartars (hould be fent back into the de¬ 
fart Plains, with Orders thereto keep 
themfelves ready upon all occafions, 
and that the Palatine (hould be invited 
to come to the Camp. This moderation 
of Kmelniski) when his affairs were at 
that heighth, furprized all the world, 
although it were not void of artifice, 
for as on one fide it appeared that he 
had put a flop to the courfe of his 
victories, to hinder any further blood- 
fhed, and to obtain pardon more eafily, 
fo on the other, he made this often- 
tation of his power to the Tolanders , 
to extort from them, what he could not 
perhaps have obtained onely by his 

fubmif- 










fubmiffion. Retiring therefore into 
the Town of Bialacer^ietPy he kept him- 
(elf quiet, wnilethat Crzivoxos, another 
Commander of the Cojjacks, a perfon of 
little worth, but bold and horribly cru¬ 
el, harrafied Blacky Rtijfia and Todolia, 
KmielmskJ pretended to difallow of 
thefe violences, and promifed to put 
this Crzivwos and five other Comman¬ 
ders of the Peafants in Rebellion in¬ 
to the hands of the Folanders } but this 
was all to amufe them, that he might 
at the fame time the better feize upon 
the fbrtrefs of Bar. 

Jeremiah Michael Duke of Wifnorvitz 
arriving on the border^of Rnjjia with 
fome Troops, to whom were joyned 
thofe of Jams Tiskswitz , Palatine of 
Kiovia , and the Kings Regiment of 
Guards, Commanded by ojjinsk.i^ Lieu¬ 
tenant-General of Lithuania , oppofed 
thefe in cur fions of Crzivonos , and (lop¬ 
ped his progrefs who would otherwife 
have overrun the Kingdom with thofe 
great numbers with him. Many other 
1 rocps aud the Rear made up of the 
E 3 Nobi- 
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Nobility of the Frontiers, making a 
new Army , they marchec^ againft the 
CoJfackj , and the rebellious Peafants, 
after they had endeavoured a fecond 
time, but all in vain, to make an ac¬ 
commodation with their Comman¬ 
ders. 

The State of Poland was made more 
fenfible upon this occafion then ever 
before of the greatnefs of that lofs 
which it fuftained by the death of their 
King 3 there being now no perfon of 
Authority enough to Command fo ma¬ 
ny Great men as were at that time in 
the Army, who would by no means 
give place to cfhe another and their dif-. 
fentions anddiforders at length grew fo 
high, that the moll judicious, confider- 
ing in what condition affairs were, 
thought it abfolutely necedary to avoid 
fighting 5 in purfuance of which Coun¬ 
cil, it was refolved that they (hould re¬ 
treat in good order in the middle of 
their Tabvr towards Conjlantinorv ; but 
thefe Orders were fo ill underftood 
then,whenfome Troops about rilaucze 

began 
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began to move, others not waiting 
their times, marched away before the 
reft, and began a confufion, which 
being increafed by the obfcurity of the 
night, and communicated to all that 
followed, it (truck fuch a panick fear 
into the whole Army, that even the 
molt brave were not exempt from it, 
who could not be fo foon informed of 
the caufe of this general flight and. 
confternation : This would have fecu- 
red an intire vi&ory to Kntielniskj , if 
he had not been involved in the fame 
ign orance,but he knew fo little of what 
pafled, that he took this flight of the 
Polanders for aftratagem, nor could he 
beleeve the truth of the report, and 
inftead of purfuing them with all dili¬ 
gence, he contented himfelf to follow 
them flowl y, and with all circunifpe&i- 
on, till at length being undeceived,with 
a fad heart he turned his forces againft 
Leopold , a Town very confiderable for 
its Trade, efpecially into the Eajl, and 
indifferently ftrong , but at that time 
not furnifhed with Forces or Provifi- 
ons, fit for its defence. Arcijjettskj an 
E 4 old 
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old Officer who had a long time ferved 
abroad, and been a Commander under 
the Hollanders in Brajil^ was left therein, 
and put in hopes of being fpeedily re¬ 
lieved from the LeJJer Poland. The Inha¬ 
bitants Commanded by this Officer 
made a ftrong refinance forfome days, 
but the Caftle forfaken by thofe who 
defended it, being taken by the beffeg- 
ers, and there ^being little hope left of 
holding out long againft fo numerous 
an Army as lay before the Town, and 
the want of Provifions being affli&ing 
already, they redeemed themfelves and 
bought off the Enemy from the Walls 
with a confiderable him. 

The CoJJacks having quitted Leopold , 
came before Zantofcie , a Town forti¬ 
fied after the modern way by John Za- 
tnoshi , Great General, and Great Chan¬ 
cellor of Poland in the time of King Si* 
gjfmund , Father to the two lafi: Kings. 

This place was at that time the one- 
ly Afylum for^he Nobility of Rujpa> 
who had been driven from their Eftates 
by the revolted Peafants, and there

l raifed at his expence by Colonel Chri - 
i- jlopher Vrzemskj , who Commanded a 
-• Volijh Regiment in Flanders fhould be

r S , ed one good Regiment. Kmklmskjbe- 
f. Jng retired with hisForces into their 
x Winter Quarters , fome great perfons

tages of the laft Campagne having ren- 
dred him more infolent then before, fo 
that it was as much as they could doe 
to prevail with him to confent to a truce 
for fome moneths. 
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The Preludes of a new war began 
on both fides before the time was ex¬ 
pired 5 the Rebels forces provoked the 
Tolijh in divers places, but bore away 
the marks of their fool-hardinefs ha¬ 
ving been worfted almoft every where 
by Andrew Firley , Governor of Bek, 
and Staniflaus Landskproniskj , Govern¬ 
or of Camieneche , between whom the 
new King John Cafimir, prefently after 
his election, divided the Command of 
his forces, they received amongft o- 
thers, very notable fhocks at Zwiehal , 
ojlropol , But\ and other places.; which 
were retaken, with great deftruftion 
of the Rebels, and rich booty to the 

Folanders. s 

Kniieltiiski feeing that the Spring ap¬ 
proached, which he expetted with im¬ 
patience 
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patience after that he had called in the 
Tartars again, took the field to make 
j ( a new inroad into Poland : the Poles sA- 
' fo gathered together to croft his de- 
1 fign, and their Commanders having de¬ 
liberated in what place they ought to

a Duke Wifnowitski , as a place mod con¬ 
venient for his defign, and for the re¬ 
ception of thofe recruits which they 
expefted, he had no more then nine 
v thoufand men w ith him, taking in thofe 
I Troops which fome Noble-men had 

raifed 
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railed at their own expences , he had 
with him amongft other Commanders, 
Landskoronskj , the Count of Ojlorog , 
Great Cup-bearer to the Crown, joyn- 
ed with him as Colleagues $ Duke De- 
metrius, Jeremiah Michael Wifwwitskj , 
and Alexander Koniefpolskj , Great En- 
figne to the Crown, Son of the defund 
Great General of the fame name. Ge¬ 
neral Fir ley forefeeing that he (hould 
foon be environed with an Army almoft 
innumerable, did prefently furmfh him- 
felf with provifions, and repaired the 
old Fortifications as well of the Town 
as of the Cattle of Z baraf , and fecu- 
red his Camp by a good intrenchment 
flancked with Forts and Redoubts, 
and taking a particular care of a certain 
Lake which furnithed him abundantly 
with water, that it might by no means 
be turned away by the enemy. He was 
no fooner intrenched, but the Army 
of the Tartars and CoJJaekj came anden* 
com pa (Ted them in on all fides in fuch 
numbers, that there have been feldom

retired themfelves as foon as they were 
perfected, and divers, even of the Of¬ 
ficers themfelves, were of opinion, 
that they (hould quit all that was with¬ 
out, and (hut themfelves up into the 
place 5 but this advice appearing very 
dangerous, was not followed.

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Some, even of thp Principal Offi¬ 
cers, who had provifipns fufficient for 
themfelves, left their good Meals 
which they might have made, and be¬ 
took themfelves to eat Oinking Horfe- 
flefh and Pogs-fletb, to make thefe un- 
favory Dirties be better rehflied by 
their Soldiers. Fhley, although he were 
infirm, by reafort of his years and mala¬ 
dies, would have made ufe of the fame 
fare, had he not been often hindred by 
thofe who were about him.

The King who was 
juft retired to repofe himfelfa little be¬ 
ing informed of it, got prefently on 
horleback, and riding up and down 
through the Camp, undeceived them 
and by his prefence fhewed how vain 
the impreffion was, they had received 
of his retreat, of which he did declare 
he never fo much as thought of, but 
was refolved to ftand it out againft 
the Enemy, putting them in hopes of 
a favourable fuccefs in the next days 
undertaking. Amongft the propofals 
at the Council of War upon the pre- 

fent 
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feat conjuncture of affairs, that of at* 
tempting to difingage Kmitlnisk} from 
the Cham, was moft approved of, 
and therefore a Tartar prifonerwasfent 
with a Letter from his Majefty,in which 
he gave him to underftand, that he 
* could not beleeve that he had loft all 
fenfe and memory of thofe favours 
which he had received from King Via* 
diflaw , from whom when he was for¬ 
merly taken prifoner in Poland, he 
had received fo favourable an enter¬ 
tainment and his liberty, andto whofe 
bounty he wasJpeholden for his pre- 
fent Dignity, and that after this it was 
ftrange he fhould aflociate himfelf with 
Rebels and Slaves, but that he ought 
not to promife himfelf any great ad¬ 
vantages from fo unjuft a confederati¬ 
on. Since God would give no bleffing 
on fuch defigns, in the mean time his 
Majefty thought it convenient to put 
him in mind of the obligation which 
he had to the King his predeceffor, and 
withal to offer him his own friendfhip, 
if fo be that he efteemed that more 
then an Alliance with Rebels} thean^

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fwer of this Letter was not fo fudden- 
ly received, and the next day morn- 
ing,fo foon as it was day, the Army of 
the CojJackj and Tartars appeared in 
Batalia, the firftj againft the City of 
Zborow, and the latter fell upon the 
Baggage. 

Four hundred light Horfe were able 
for fome time to amufe the Cojjacks 
with divers skirmifties , and afterwards 
being fuftained by a greater number, 
they drove them offbeyond the Town, 
and thofe who did attend the baggage 
having taken Arms, preferved it againft 
the Tartars, 

The enemies afterwards divided 
themfelves into three bodies, and at 
as many places attacked the Kings 
Camp, after having firft of all feized 
upon a Church which did Command it, 
where having planted a Battery by 
their continual (hooting from which 
they had forced many who defended 
it to retire they had almoft made 
themfelves Matters of it, and one of 

their 
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their mod refolute foldiers had alrea¬ 
dy planted Colours upon the Works, 
when that a great body of the Kings 
party running together, made lo brave 
a refiftance, that the eneffiy did not 
onely give over theaflault but the fight, 
the fervants Tallied outtopurfuethem, 
and (hewed fuch courage upon this oc* 
cafion, that fome propofed they (hould 
have Horfes given them, and be or¬ 
dered intoTroops to increafe the num¬ 
ber of their forces, and being reinfor¬ 
ced with this fupply drawn from the 
Army it felf, they might then hazard* 
Battel, others were of the opinion, 
that it could not be expedient to ven¬ 
ture fo far, feeing that after a defeat 
they Would neceflarily be reduced to 
the fame extremity as thofe at ILbaras , 
out of this drverfity and incertainty of 
Council, wherein the Poles then float¬ 
ed, knowing not which way to (teer, 
it pleafed providence to conduft them 
happily to their Port.

but a °b that if his Ma jefty defired to name 
h# a P^ ace t0 confer in, and fend his Chan- 
cellor thither, he would fend his Vi¬ 
no* zier.

zier. This Letter was alfo accompa¬ 
nied. with one from Kmielniski, full of 
refpeft, and in which he affured the 
King of his fidelity and future fervi* 
ces. 

The Conference being accepted of 
by his Majefty of Poland , and the place 
appointed between both the Armies, 
The Vizier and the Great Chancellor 
Ofiolinskii met according to appoint¬ 
ment. The Vizier demanded that they 
{hould pay the penfiori which they 
were accuftomed to give the Chain for 
the fervices which he was bound to ren¬ 
der to Poland^which King Vladijlaus had 
refufed to pay , that they {hould .fa* 
tisfy the Zaporouskj Cojjacks , and for 
the dammages and expenfes which the 
‘Tartars had been at in this, expedition, 
and the blood they had loft, it {hould 
be permitted them to make their excur- 
fions and plunder the Countrey in their 
return, in the mean time there was a 
fufpenfion of Arms granted though in¬ 
terrupted by fome hoftilitiec; the next 
day which was the feventeenth of An- 
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gnji the Plenipotentiaries returned to 
the fame place of Conference, each ac * 
companied with two others. The Chan' 
cellor of Poland took with him the Pa¬ 
latine of Kiovia. , and the Vice-Chancel¬ 
lor of Lithuania. The Vifier brought 
Sieferkaz. and Sulimaz Aga , to whom 
Kmiclntskj was joyned, to defire a Bill 
of Oblivion for himfelf. His Coffacks ., 
and the revolted Peafants, and that they 
fhould provide for the maintenance of 
their Liberty, and the Greek Religion 5 
and after divers contefts, the Peace was 
concluded the fame day with the Cof- 
fackj and Tartars , upon thefe Condi¬ 
tions.

Thofe Forces intrenched at Zbaras, 
reduced to thofe extremities which you 
have already heard of, maintained 
themfelves all along , rather by rage 
and defpair,tben any hope of help. 

The Inhabitants of that Town, not 
being able to fuffer the utmoft extremi; 
ty of Famine , were ready either to 
burn the Town, or deliver it up to the 
enemy $ but the vigilance of the Po~ 
landers having hindred the execution 
of this tragick defign, they much folli- 
cited to be let out, which was onely 
granted to their Wives and Children $ 
neither were they able to keep their 
retreat undilcovered, but fell firft into 
the hands of the Polijh Soldiers, who 
abufedthemas theypleafed, and after¬ 
wards of the Tartars, who led this un¬ 
fortunate Troop into captivity toge¬ 
ther with fome Servants of the Army 
who had followed them. 


The 
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The One and twentieth of AngttU^ 
the CoJJacks fent the firft news to the 
befieged of the Peace concluded at 
Zbororv , which was believed by fome, 
but called in queftion by moft, who 
feared they might not be comprehend¬ 
ed in that Treaty 3 they were confirm¬ 
ed in this opinion by a Trumpet, who 
had the boldnefs to proclaim the lame 
upon his own accord 3 and it had coft: 
him his life, if one of the Generals had 
not interceded for him : Afterwards 
there came a Letter from Kmielniski, in 
which, he allured the befieged of their 
Deliverance upon the payment of a 
certain fum to the Tartars 3 but the Ge¬ 
nerals would not accept of this condi¬ 
tion, and openly declared, that fince 
Kmielttiskj was obliged to draw off his 
Forces, heought to do it 5 and for the 
Tartars , if they would remain where 
they were,they might do fo if they plea- 
fed. In the end, a more faithful and 
joyful Meflage was brought them, with 
a Letter by Colonel Minor from the 
King, to allure them of their Liberties 
G 4 with- 
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without any conditions, together with 
the difpofal of the Palatinate of Seu- 
domire , vacant by the Death of the 
. Duke of Z ajla.iv, with which his Majefty 
would gratifie the fervices of General 
Firley. The Prince Wifnowitskie was 
prefented with the Starrojiy of Premjli> 
the Duke of Ofirog with that of Ne/ 
fewitz , Lqndskpronskj with that of Stob- 
nitz, and the Palatinate of Brad aw. 

All thefe recompenfes,although very 
confiderable, yet were they inferior to 
that valor and hero cal Conftancy j of 
which, all thefe great perfonshad given 
fuch fair proofs, during thofe two 
Moneths which they were befieged } 
and continually a (faulted inZ baras. 

Neither was Providence Iefs favor¬ 
able to the Polanders in Lithuania, then 
in Rujfia , where two of their Armies 
were, as it were, led by the hand out 
of a danger 5 wherein according to all 
humane appearance , they muft have 
per idled.

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This General coming out of the 
Wood, wherein he had retreated to re¬ 
ceive them, was prefently wedged in 
again by theHuJJars, and forced to in¬ 
trench in hafte with Arms of Trees bro¬ 
ken off, or any thing that came to hand} 
even with dead bodies. And having 
underftood that night by his Spies, that 
Prince Radzevil prepared for a new at¬ 
tack the next morning, he retreated in 
all hafte , ' leaving the heavieft of his 
Baggage behind him, and he himfelf be¬ 
ing wounded in many places, was left 
by the way, and fell intothehands of 
the Lithuanians, and died fome time af¬ 
ter in their Camp. Notwithftanding 
this (hock, the War was kindled ftill 
more fiercely, and many thoufand Cof- 
fackj had paffed the Pripecz at Bahica, 
to make a new irruption into Lithuania, 
and to reinforce their party when the 
peace at Zhorow was concluded. In exe¬ 
cution of which Treaty, the Cojjach 
were called back out of this Country as 
well as out of Poland.

For in the mean time he made an ill 
impreffion of him upon the mindes of 
the Grand Signiors Officers, to whom 
he reprefen ted him as a fecret enemy to 
the Turks, and an intimate Friend of the 
Tolanders -■> and that by his means, the 

• roles had hitherto received continual 
intelligence of theirs, and the Tartars 
defigns. They aflured therefore Kmicl- 
niskj of the Protection of the Grand 
Signior, and thathefhould be inverted 
with Blacky Rujjia, to hold it in Fee of 
the Ottoman Empire j they received 
the acknowledgments of his depend- 
ance on them, and his promifesof fide¬ 
lity in their .fervice, and permitted 
him to execute his defigns againft the 
Prince of Moldavia , which he did with 
great diffimulation, and made ufe of 
the Tar tars in it 5 to whom he joyned 
onely Four thouhnd. C offackj, and the

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better to keepfecret his intentions. The. 
Cham fent to him to thank him for his 
■ affiftance againft the Circajfians^ andde- 
fired further, that he would lend him 
his Forces to go againft Mofcovy , to re¬ 
venge the injuries which he had recei¬

tt drew himfelf out of this danger , upon

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Ktfiielnkk} his Son : Upon which con¬ 
dition Kmielniskj did recede from many 
hard terms which he had put upon the 
Hojpodar. 

Tn the mean time, the Peace with the 
Poles was every day violated by the 
Cojfacks $ ‘ their numerous Army was 
extended much beyond their quarters. 
The Peafants who were not inrolled, 
fuftained by them, would not receive 
thofe Gentlemen, their Landlords, who 
were to enter upon poffeflion of their 
Eftates again, but treated them ill, and 
maflfacred divers. This deportment of 
theirs, and the expedition againft Mol* 
davia, obliged Potoskj , the Generaliffi- 
mo, who was newly returned out of 
hisprifon inT 'artary, to march with the 
Tolijh Army, and incamp near Camie- 
nefcke. 

Kmielniskj was much furprifed at the 
firft news of this march > and there be^ 
ing with him at that time divers who 
were deputed from the Nobility, to 
complain of the Rebellion, in the 

which 
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which the PeaCants pqiffifted, and their 
refufal to acknowledge them } he com¬ 
manded, that all thofe who were fent to 
him, (hould be drowned theriightfo}- 
lowing. But thefe Orders being given 
when he was in drink, filled with Wine 
and Strong-waters, after he had 4 y- 
gefted his debauch, and been informed 
by his Wife of what he had done, he 
prefently revoked his fentence juft when 
they who. had the charge of it, were 
ready to execute it. Afterwards he fent 
Craucenskj , one of his Officers, to the 
General Fotoski , to give him to under¬ 
hand , Tbfat he could not but be afto- 
nilhed at the approach of the PoI/JJj 
Forces, in fuch a time, when they had 
Peace with all the World, and a power¬ 
ful Army of CoJJacks at their difpofal 
for the fecurity of the Frontiers. 

The General in anfwer reproached 
him for their daily breach of Peace, 
and the ill Treatment which the No¬ 
bility received from their Sub jeSts } and 
for the War which Knridniski had un¬ 
dertaken without their knowledge

againft the Prince of Moldavia 5 and 
that although he were Great General to 
the States of Poland , yet he ought to 
have advertifed them of it, he added, 
that he could not leave that ftation

This Anfwer was no way pleating to 
the Envoy from Kmielnnkj', who de¬ 
clared how much his Mafter would be 
ill fatisfied with it, and mingled threat- 
nings of War with his difcourfe; but 
proceeded not to breach of Peace, ei¬ 
ther by reai’on of the nearnefs of the 
Tolijh Army , and the Great General, 
whofe admired defert or redoubted 
courage, might turn him from it 5 or 
becaufe, that the defigns he laid of rai¬ 
ling a Principality for himfelf, were not 
yet mature enough todifclofe this am¬ 
bitious project 5 or, that he Was willing 
to fet down contented with his expedi¬ 
tion into Moldavia , and with having 
made a new Alliance, although by 
force of Arms,

The continual correfpondence which ' 
Kmielnkki held with the Turks , of '• 
which, the King of Poland was adver- t 
tifed by the Neighboring Princes, and t 
his infolent carriage towards the State, i 
obliged his Majefty to call a General ] 
Diet of the Kingdom , in the end of < 
the year Onethoufand fix hundred and 
fifty, in which, this Prince reprefent- ’ 
ed the infupportable behavior of the | 
General of the CoJJackjb the contempt 
he had both of the King and State $ the 1 
injuries which many of the Nobility 1 
had received , the lofs of their Eftates, 
and their not being able to be reftored 
again tiKmiehiski his great forces,which 
he ftrove to increafe by the addition of 1 
Tartars and Turks , fo that he was in a < 
condition to gather together on the 1 
fuddain, an Army of more then Four- ; 

fcore ' 
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fcore thoufand Men, every Cojfack. in- 
rolled , of which, the number by the 
laft Treaty, amounted to Forty thou¬ 
fand , had a fervanton Horsback, and 
another on Foot, befides a Laborer to 
Till the Grounds; that their defign 
was to (hake off utterly all obedience, 
and to»fet up a new Government under 
the Protection of the Grand Signior: So 
that they would be capable of perform¬ 
ing any thing, if that they did not foon 
put a ftop to the courfe of their perni¬ 
cious defigns. 

There were fome in the Aflembly, 
who calling to minde the evils, caufed 
by the laft War, were of opinion. 
That Peace at any rate was to be pre¬ 
ferred before it 5 and alledged, that the 
Forces of the Kingdom were now no¬ 
tably decreafed , whereas thofe of the 
Cojj'acks were very powerful, both of 
themfelves, and by the affiftance of the 
Ottoman family which protected them ; 
fo that it would be much better to keep 
dole to the T reaty of Zbororv: But the 
greater number making reflexions upon 
What was palled, and what was to be 

ex- 
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expe&ed, confidered that there were 
but two ways to be taken j the one to 
ruine the CojJackj, or, the other to let 
the Kingdom perifh miferably 5 that the 
King had onely a tide and precarious 
authority over them , no more then 
they pleafed themfelves j that they 
were now upon the defign cif forming a 
Principality, from whence they were 
to expeft moft difmal events, if they 
gave them time toincreafe and eftablifh 
themfelves, that they interpreted the 
Treaty after their own manner, and 
gave it what fence they pleafed 5 that 
the State had yet confiderable Forces, if 
they were well imployed, and that as 
affairs then ftood, they were better able 
to give a ftop to their new and riling 
power, then they could afterwards re¬ 
fill them, when they were raifed, forti¬ 
fied, and eftablilhed by time j that the 
King was brave and aftive, and with 
fmall Armies having done great ex¬ 
ploits, he would obtain more fignal 
advantages over his enemies, when the 
States thould proceed to a morevigO" 
rous and powerful undertaking.

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® Thefe Reafons, but much more the 
; new demands of the CoJJackj at the fame 

time, caufed all the reft of the Diet to 
^ be of this opinion, and unanimoufly to 
refolve of a War againft them. 

^ The CoJJackj Demands were thefe , 
That according to the Articles of the 
re! Peace at Zlww.the Union of the Greeks 
■ f and Roman Catholicks (hould be abo- 
liftied; that Rmielnkkj (hould remain 
^ Soveraign beyond the Boristhenes ; that 
® none of the Nobility or Gentry of Po- 
^ land (hould for the future, have any 
W power over the Peafants of that Pro- 
iti vince > that if the Gentlemen would 
ab live there, they (hould be obliged to 
liu work as well as the Peafants ; that 
re Nine Bifhops (hould fwear in full Se- 
tti nate to fee all this obferved 5 that for 
tl Hoftages they (hould give up four Pa- 
vit latines to Kmielniski which he (hould 
c chufe, in consideration of which Arti- * 
gii cles he promifed to pay to the King of 
ji Poland yearly a Million of Florins, and 
if after wards they reduced their Demands 
toTour,

But all thefe Demands being very ex¬ 
orbitant, and no body willing to truft 
to the Faith of a Man, who was not 
contented with the promile which the 
King and State had given him, by their 
Confirmation of the Treaty of Zborow , 
at the lafi Diet 5 they had no other 
thoughts but of making War. Toper* 
form which the more advantagioufly, 
they refolved to raife Fifty thoufand 
Soldiers, to whom were to bejoyned 
the Auxiliaries of the Noblemen and 

their 
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their Attendants, in cafe of need ^ and 
many thought it fit, that the Auxiliaries 
lhould be (pared, as a party referved 
againft the Iaft extremities 5 and that 
it were better to augment the number 
of the Soldiers to be raifed. It was pro- 
pofed alfo, that the War (hould be 
begun before the Spring, to hinder the 
11 CoJfackj from making their due prepa¬ 
rations, and to come at them with the 
f more facility , while the Rivers and 
Marfhes were yet frozen * in which, 
they ordinarily fecure themfelves in 
their Marches, and in their Incampings. 
Befides which, they could not, but with 
great difficulty be afiifted either by the 
* Tnrkj or Tartars 5 the former not being 
j accuftomed to fo rigorous a cold, and 
'f the latter would fcarce finde Forrage m 
i( this feafon for their Horfes. But this 
a projeft could not immediately be put in 
J execution , the Forces which wereor- 
' dered by the Diet, could not fo foon

1 the Field Marlhal Calinouski to cover

folve upon War, rather then Peace} 
which was alfo to be once again offer¬ 
ed them, upon the fame terms as at the 
Treaty of Zboron>. The intentions of 
Kmelttjskj quite contrary to Peace, 
werefoon made known by the Hoftili- 
ties which he began to commit upon 
the Frontiers. Nieczai , one of his Ma¬ 
jor Generals, put all the Countrey to 
Fire and Sword, and maffacred thofe 
who were deputed to him from the Pala¬ 
tine of Braclaw , in the prefence of a 
Tttrkifh Envoy } but by the Forces of 
the fame Palatine, and thofe of Kali- 
xouiki, he was driven into the City of 
Crafra } and part of his Men were cut 
in pieces in their retreat, after they had 
forfaken the Caftle, which they could 
no longer hold 5 and araongft others, 
tJieczai himfelf, whom a Gentleman 
named Baibttza , killed with his own 
hand , the reft were driven into a Vil¬ 
lage where they were together with it, 
either plundred or reduced to Afhes.

Z urowitz,, a place of Devotion in Lithu-> 
ania , to take his journey in all hafte to¬ 
wards the Frontiers, where the great 
General Totoski was gathering together 
his Forces about sokal. This Prince be¬ 
ing arrived at Lublin^ was informed of 
the irruption of the Cojfacks into Podo- 
lia , and the Confederation between 
the Grand Seignior and Kmielnishj , and 
that the Emperor had fent an Ambaffa- 
dor to Constantinople j fo that he faw 
himfelf obliged to ufe his utmoft endea¬ 
vors, andto Summon all his Auxiliaries 
together. 

Kalinouskj who was retreated from 
Bar to Kamienecz , having received or¬ 
ders to come with all diligence towards 
the Army. After that he had left a fuf- 
ficient garifon for the defence of that 
Fortrefs, which was a place of fo great 
importance to Poland , and all Chriften- 
dom,was followed in his march by Eigh¬ 
teen thoufand Cofocks and Two thou- 
fand Tartars 5 while the reft of their t or- 
ces which amounted to more thenThree- 
fcore and ten thoufand Mcn ? refolve 
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to attack Kamieneczy without the order 
.or knowledge of their General, And 
having taken the Caftle of Panocze near 
to it, by compofition, where they got 
confiderable booty. They made many 
afiaults upon this Fortrefs, but all in 
vain , being continually repulfed with 
fo great a lofs, that they were ready 
to cut their Officers in pieces, who had 
expofed them to fo dangerous an enter- 
prife, without acquainting Kmielnkkt 
with it$ who fo foon as he knew it, 
fent them orders to remove. Thofe who 
were bent upon the purfuit of the 
Forces of Kalinovsky , had not much 
better fuccefs in fetting upon them , 
fometimes in the Front, fometimes in 
the Flank, and fometimes in the Rear 5 
being always repulfed with great valor 
by the General,although with the lofs of 
many of his own. Upon the Fourteenth 
of May, 1651. they fet upon Zobieskj 
his Regiment, but were fo received, 
that they left many behinde them} and 
amongft others Canowiecz , one of their 
Colonels, and a "Tartarian Murza. At 
length Kalinovsky was conftrained by 
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reafon of the difficult Paffages, and 
the bad ways, to leave his Carriages. 
To repair which lofs, and to make his 
Army appear more numerous to the 
enemy, he fet the Servants upon thofe 
Horfes which drew the Baggage 5 and 
after having fuftained many aflaults, 
and efcaped the many difficulties and 
inconveniences of the March, he arri¬ 
ved moft fortunately at the Camp Roy¬ 
al, in the end of May. 

The Forces raifed at the expence of 
the States, and by the Noblemen came 
in daily from all parts, there were 
reckoned Ten thoufand of thefe latter, 
and the whole Army, together with 
the Nobility, made up an Hundred 
thoufand fighting Men, befides the Ser¬ 
vants, who were very numerous, and 
moft of them furnifhed with Horfe and 
Arms. Thisgreat Army not being able 
to fubfift long in one place, without 
fuffering the want of Provifions 5 after 
that all care poffible was taken to fur- 
nifh them, it wasrefolved, theyfhould 
be employed as foon as could be. In a 

great 
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great Council of War, which was held 
thereupon, and lafted a whole night 5 
forae propofed to divide the Army in¬ 
to two Bodies, and to fend the firftj 
confiding of the Common Soldiers, 
againft the enemies, while his Majefty 
might attend the fuccefs of the War at 
Sokallo , with the Volunteers and Aux¬ 
iliaries, for a referve againft the greateft 
extremity : But this advife was not ap¬ 
proved by the King, nor by many of 
the Principal Officers,who remonftrated 
that if the Army were thus divided, it 
might be more eafily encountred and 
defeated by the enemies , but being 
all in one Body, they would not onely 
be in a condition tooppofe, but alfo 
to overcome them. They concluded 
therefore to march direftly towards 
them, by the moft ftiort and eafie way, 
which was, that by Berejieslyt. The King 
fet forward with all his Forces upon the 
Fifteenth of June, and fent out divers 
parties to hear news of the Cojj'acly. 
The Marfhy, Moorilh places which he 
was to travel through , and the great 
number of Carriages caufed his Forces 
J 4 to 
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to march fcatteringly. So that he 
thought itnecefiaryto divide them in¬ 
to Ten Brigades, if we may foname a 
Body of Ten or twelve thoufand men, 
of which number each was compofed $ 
hereferved thefirftfor himfelf, gave 
the command of thefecond to the great 
General Potosty , the third to the Gene¬ 
ral of the Campagne Kalinouskj , Pala¬ 
tine of Czernihovia ■, the fourth to John 
Simon Szcavinskj , Palatine of Brejich , 
the fifth to the Duke of Wifitovoitz^ 
Palatine of Rnjjia the fixth to stanif- 
laus Potoskj , Palatine of Podolia $ the 
feventh to the Grand Marlhal of the 
Kingdom Lubomirskj 5 the eighth to 
Stanijiaus Landskpronskj , Palatine of 
Hracla.ro r, the nineth to the Vice-chan¬ 
cellor of Lithuania , Sapiehaj the tenth 
to Koniejpolskj , the Great Enfign to the 
Crown. The Polijh Army came the next 
day, being the Sixteenth, to Wygnanka ., 
a place abounding in Water, and good 
Pafture Grounds , where they under- 
ftood by a Soldier, who had left the 
CoJJacty Army, that Kmielniski was gone 
from his Camp, which lay between

Zbaras and Wifnowitz , to go meet the 
Cham, whom he expe&ed with impa¬ 
tience 5 having called for his affifhance, 
not trufting enough in his own Forces, 
although he had a prodigious multitude 
of revolted Peafants joyned with his 
CoJJackj , but had as yet but Six thou- 
fand Tartars with him. 

The King arriving at Bereftes^o , of 
which Town, the Count of Lefno, under 
Chamberlain of Brzejiia isLord 5 hein- 
camped near it, all along the River of 
Ster , which walhes this place on all 
fides, and then fent out Three thou- 
fand Horfe under the command of 
Stemkpuskj and Czarneskj , to becer- 
tainfy informed of the enemies march, 
andunderftood by fome prifoners whom 
they took, that the Cham was come to 
Kmidtiiskj with a numerous Army, and 
that he had fent out parties to learn in 
what place and condition the Polifl) Ar¬ 
my was. Upon this news, it was re* 
folved of in a Council of War, to dis¬ 
lodge from BereJieskj) , and to place 
them Selves at Dttbno^ a Town belong- * 

ing 
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log to the Palatine of Cracovia. The 
Baggage began to move, and the Army 
<vas about to march with a refolution r 
to encounter the CoJJacks wherefoever li 
they ftiould oppofe them, when the l 
Duke of Wifnomtx, , who was of the i!

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The Twenty feventh of June, about 
i night, Ten thoufand Tmars drawn out 
from the reft, came near to the Polijfi 
Army, to take a view of its, making, a$ 
if they came to provoke them to fight. 
The Grand Marfhal, and Grand Ehfign, 
not being able to fuffer their infolence, 
went out with their Regiments, by the 
peraiffion of the Great General, and 
the affiftance alfoof Wifnowitski his Re¬ 
giment, and ingaged them along while, 
repulled them, and drove them back 
half a League. Upon the Eight and 
twentieth, there was another more 
fierce skirmiftij the Cham placed him- 
felf and his whole Army upon certain 
Eminencies in fight oftheFo/ex,ftrength- 
ned with fome of the choice Forces of 
the CoJJackj. The PoliJJ) Army being al- 
; fo drawn up in order, the Regiments 
* f he Palatine of Brzejiia and Ponte- 
1 rania, of the Duke Bogijlaus Radzevil , 

I and the Palatine of fVitebsko with the 
Horfe of PrzemiJJja and Volhynia, went 
to let upon the Tartars, who to revenge 
the defeat they received the day be¬ 
fore. 
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fore, feeing that the Horfe was backed 
but with afmall number of Foot, they 
poured in upon them great numbers of 
Men. Landskpronskj was the firft who 
could put a flop to this torrent, neither 
was it done without the lois of many of 
his own Men, and of his Brother ; and 
he himfelf was fo incompailed by a 
great number of thofe Infidels, that 
to difingage him, ther# were fent out 
the Regiments of the Great General, 
of the General of the Campagne , of 
the Palatine of Rujjia, of the Grand 
Marlhal andof Sapieha. The fight grew 
hot upon the arrival of this reinforce¬ 
ment, and many were flam on both 
fides 5 the tartars loftabout a Thoufand 
Men, and divers prifoners of confider- 
able note were taken, amongfi: others, 
the Secretary to the Cham*. The Poles 
had Three hundred of theirsflain, and 
amongftthem Cafanouskj , Governor of 
Halicz,, Ojjolinskj , Starrojle of Lublin , 
Nephew to the Great Chancellor de¬ 
ceased , Stadniskj Under-Chamberlain 
of Same , Ligeza Sword-bearer of 
Vrztmijlia , Rreczwkj, Cz ptain J onrdan 
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and divers Gentlemen of the Palatinate 
of Lencuia $ and fo ended the Engage¬ 
ment of the Eight and twentieth of 
June. The Night following,having con¬ 
sidered in their Council of War, that 
the Enemies defign was to delay time 5 
and to reduce the Tolanders to extre¬ 
mities for want of Provifion in a Coun¬ 
trey too far diftant from any place 
whence they might draw their fubfift- 
ance, they thought it better to employ 
their Army, while it was in its ftrength 
and vigor, and determined to give 
Battel the next day: The King fpent 
moft of the night at his devotions, and 
in ordering hisaffairs y fo foon asit was 
day, he drew up his Army, without 
the enemies perceiving it in the lead, 
by favor of a great Mift, which con¬ 
tinued till Nine in the Morning. The 
Right Wing of the Firft Line was com¬ 
manded by the Grand General Potoskj* 
and under him by Lands koronskj, Pala¬ 
tine of Eraclarp , Opalinski Palatine of 
i Pojhania, Lubomirskj Grand Marfhal of 
the Kingdom, Sapieha Vice-Chancellor 
of Lithuania , Koniefpolskj Grand Enfign 

to 
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to the Crown, the Count Vladijlam of 
tefzno , Under-Chamberlain of Pofna- 
ttia, the two Zobieski s Sons to the Go¬ 
vernor of Cracovia deceafed 5 and fome 
other great Perfons who had railed 
Forces at their own expences. The 
Conduct of the Left Wing was commit¬ 
ted to Kalmomkj General of the Cam- 
pagne, to the Dukes of Ojlrog and Zaf- 
Uvt>, to the Palatine of Brzejlya , the 
Duke of fVifroTpitz Palatine of 
to Stanijkm Potoskj Palatine of Podolia, 
to John Zamotskj , and to Colonel £0- 
hoff of Liefiand j many of which had 
joyned the Forces which they had rai- 
fed in their own Countreys to thofe of 
the States. The King took charge of 
the main Body of the Army, compofed 
of the German and Polijh Foot 5 at the 
Head of which, flood the Artillery, 
commanded by Sigifmond Priemskj 3 
who was General of it, and had been 
a long time Major General under the 
Swedes in Germany. The Second Line, 
in the middle of which, his Majeftyof 
Poland -took his place, confifted of 
Horfe, and was commanded amongft 

other 
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other Officers, by Tysktwitz , Great 
Cup-bearer of Lithuania. The Body 
ofReferve, was commanded by Colo¬ 
nel Meydel , Great Matter of the Game, 
and by Colonel Enhoff , Starrejie of So- 
and wascompofed of theHorfeof 
Grudzinski and Rozraceutki j and of 
the Foot of Prince char let. Brother to 
the King, and of Koniejpohkj's , and 
Colonel Du Plejfis^ a Frenchman. The 
® a gg a g e and Ammunition was left in 
the Camp, which was intrenched on 
one fide, and defended on the other by 
the Town and the River. The King 
had left fome Companies of Foot there¬ 
in for a Guard , who appeared afar of 
much more numerous then they were, 
by reafon of their Lances, which by 
the Kings Orders, the Huzzars had left 
to them 5 every one of which had a Red 
Penon or Little Streamer at the end , 
and when they were all drawn up in 
order, made a very fair (how. The 
Sun difperfing the Mitt, which till that 
time, had covered the Army, it ap¬ 
peared to the Enemy like a beautiful 
perfpeftive on a Theatre, when the 

Curtain 
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Curtain is drawing up, who were fur* f 
prifed at their number and good order 1 
notwithftanding their Army was more 1 
numerous,and covered all the Countrey r 
as far as could be feen. The "tartars c 
poffe/led themfelves of divers little 1 
Hills, from whence there was an eafie 1 
defcent, and filled up all the fpace in < 
form of an Half-Moon : They had the ; 
CoJJackj on their Right Hand, oppofite r 
to the Left Wing of the Tolijh Army, f 
with whom were alfo joyned fome Squa- I 
drons of Tartars $ and near to them was 1 
the Tabor of the CoJJacks^ compofedof < 
divers Ranks of Chariots } in the mid- r 
die of which, were part of their Forces 1 
able to fuftain all afiaults whatfo- t 
ever.

The two Armies being thus placed 1 
all the morning was fpent in light skir- ' 
mifhes, but the King doubting left that : 
the intention of the enemies was to < 
amufe them with thefe fmall combats i 
and to fet upon them the night fol- ' 
lowing, when by reafon of the dark- t 
nefs they might the better furprize t 
7 them. 
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them, he prohibited all his Soldiers 
upon pain of death from ftirring out of 
their places without order, and com-, 
manded all the Bridges to be broken 
down which were built over the Ster, 
that they might not be fet upon be r 
hind, and by this means to ingage his 
own Soldiers to perform their utmoft, 
all hopes of efcaping being cut off, and 
that the reft of the day might not be 
fpent unprofitably, which was fcarce 
fufficient for a general Battel between 
- two fuch numerous Armies, he began 
to falute the Enemie? > with the Can¬ 
non at the head of his' Army, and fo 
from time to time to difeharge againft 
them as they drew nearer to thofe 
Eminencies whereon the Tartars were 
placed. Divers feeing the day fo far 
fpent, were of opinion that the Fight 
ftiould be deferred till the next morn¬ 
ing, but others infilled much upon the 
contrary, fearing left the Cojjacks might 
fall upon the Polifh Army in the night 
with their Tabor, which they had ex¬ 
traordinarily reinforced, and might 
therewithal conftrain them to quit 

K their 
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their Carap. His Majefty therefore caus¬ 
ed the Duke of ff'ijhowitz to begin the 
charge with twelve Troops of old Sol¬ 
diers, backed by the Palatine of redo- 
Ha , with the Auxiliaries of the Pala¬ 
tinates of Cracovia ) Sendomir^ Levcicia, 
and TrzWtfii* , the CoJJack) received 
them briskly, and the conflict lafted 
near an hour, all which time the fmoak 
and duft made them invilible to the reft 
of the Army s and as the Poles began 
to give way* they were timely affifted 
by frefh Forces, which the King fent 
them y upon whofe arrival, the Cojfackf 
were driven into their Tabor, together 
with the Tartars , who ingaged them 
upon a riling Ground; In the mean 
time, the King marched againft the 
great Body of the Tartars , the Right 
Wing flaying near a Wood fide, to 
hinder the defign of many of their ene¬ 
mies who were in Ambulh, with inten¬ 
sion to compals in the Polifh Army in 
.the heat of the Battel. The King kept 
the Artillery ftill before him, which 
friemskj. caufed to be difcharged very 
©pportunely, and with great fuccefs. 
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So that they obliged the Tartarsto leave 
the foot of the Hill , and by degrees 
made themfelves matters alfo of the 
top 5 after they had fuftained the dif- 
charges of the JaniJJaries Carbines, who 
accompanied them. 

In this place His Majefty of Poland 
was in great danger of his life, having 
four Bullets (hot from fome pieces which 
the Tartars had by a Wood fide, palling 
very near him, and one of them falHtg 
at his feet $ but the Poles loon returned 
them the like:' For Otninouski„ Interpre¬ 
ter to his Majefty of Poland for the 
Turkjjh and Tartar Languages alluring 
them . that the Cham was there in per- 
fon where they faw the great White 
Standard. The King ordered a piece 
of Cannon to be fo levelled, that the 
firfi: (hot took one of the Principal 
Officers, who Hood near the Cham 5 
which difturbed and frighted him fo 
much, that he thought not farther of 
any thing but retreating 5 that part of 
his Army which had been driven from 
the Hill, foHowed him alfo, having left 
K a . fome 







fome Squadrons behind to difguife his 
retreat, and amule the rolanders for fome 
time: But they were-foon put to their 
fhifrs, and the Poles purfued them a 
'League and a half, till the Night and 
the fwiftnefs of their Bacffiates or 'Tar¬ 
tar Horfes fecured them 5 yet they left 
many in their retreat, wounded and 
(lain, which they were ufed to carry 
off, and to burn in their march when 
they had lei Cure* efteeming it abomi- 
iflble to leave the dead Bodies of their 
Friends in the hands of Chriftians : 
They left alfo much of their equipage, 
asVeft'es, Saddles, Cimitars, Chariots, 
and the Tent and Standard qf their 
Cham, and his little Silver Drum^uild- 
ed over and covered with a Skin,which 
ferves him for a Bell. < 

Diver s Polatrdcrs who had been 
Slaves to thole Infidels, did here re¬ 
cover their Liberty, but many others 
were killed by them, when they faw 
they could not carry them away with 
them in their retreat, which was fo 
hafty, that they travelled Ten French 
t ; Leagues 
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Leagues the fame day. The Kfhg after 
he hadfent outdivers Troops of Horfe 
in purfuit of the Tartars ,' went with 
the reft of his Army againft the Tabor 
of the CoJJackfs where they were ftillm 
great numbers, and had Forty pieces of 
Ordnance which played continually. 
Kmeltiiskj was retreated with the Tar¬ 
tars in hopes to engage them again to 
fight, but he could, by no means per- 
fwade them to itj but on the contrary, 
was very ill treated by the Cham , and 
reproached as one that had cheated 
him, and not made known the true 
ftate of the Polijl) Armv, but had made 
him believe they were not above 
Twenty thoufand 5 and therefore he 
threatned to fend him to the King of 
Poland , in exchange for thofe Murzas 
which were Prifoners there, and would 
not let him go free, till he hadfent or- 
derto Czeherin to deliver up a confider- * 
able fum of Money , and part of the 
Booty which he had formerly taken in 
Poland. 








The night following the King order¬ 
ed there fliould be a Publick Thanks¬ 
giving in the Camp, for this Vittory, 
which coft him but Twelve hundred 
Men, hi$ enemies having loft Six times 
as many 5 he paffed the night in his 
Coach : And although it was very 
Rainy, he negle&ed not tocaufe the 
Cannon to be mounted upon the Hill, 
which was forfaken by the Tartars, the 
more conveniently to beat the Tabor 
of the CoJJackj in pieces , which not- 
withftanding the Rain, they had forti¬ 
fied with a broad deep Ditch, and lined 
with Muskettiers in thofe places where it 
was moft weak and open,and hada Marfh 
behind them, which did fufficiently fe- 
cure them. By reafon of Kmiclniski his 
abfence, they conferred the command 
of their Army upon one of their Offi¬ 
cers, called DziadziMi , a perfon of re¬ 
markable cruelty. They had recourfe 
to all remedies probable to give them 
help, they wrote to the King, to im¬ 
plore his clemency , and to teftifie to 
him the extream defire which they had 
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for Peace 5 but feeing their Arms and 
Pens were both together in their hands, 
their Prince thought of no other way, 
but of reducing them by force • which 
appeared alfo not difficult to accom- 
plifh, by reafon they began already to 
fall into divifions amongfl themfelves. 
Some of the Toljjt) Commanders were 
of opinion, that they flftuld drown 
the Camp of th eCoffacks, by makings 
dam and flopping the Courfe of the 
Water; but the advice to batter it 
down, was followed , and to this pur- 
pofe they brought great Cannon from 
Brody, a Fortrefs built by the deceafed 
Grand General Kotiiefpolshj .* They 
made alfo Bridges above and below 
their Camp, for the better communica¬ 
tion of the Toltjb Forces , and raifed 
many Forts and Redoubts in the mod: 
eminent places,from whence they might 
make their Batteries. 

The Fourth of July, the Ccjfackj fur- 
prifed one of thefe Forts, wherein were 
two pieces of Ordnance and Fourfcore 
Folanders, whofeHeads they ftruck off 
K 4 with 
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with their Sythes, Arms, which their t 
Foot ordinarily make ufe of infteadof t 
Pikes, But General Hubald ran upon 1 
them, and drove them from it, and for- i 
ced them to leave the Cannon which t 
they were carrying away into their Ta- ( 
bor. The fame day the Co (Jacks poflef- J 
fed themfelves of a Hill, by which \ 
means the^could the more eafily feek i 
out Forrage 5 but the Grand Enfign 1 
diflodged them, and brought away Five l 
hundred of their Horfes, 1

The fifth they came out of their i 
Camp, in great number, in appearance ! 
as if they would give the Voles battel 1 
again, but they were driven back into ] 
their Intrenchments after a ftrong in- \ 
counter, and the lofs of Four hundred f 
of their Men. Sokol and Piajcozw, of { 
the Polijh fide, were wounded in this 1 
conEift, which was attended with a t 
continual difcharge of the Artillery on ( 
' bothfides, and great deftiuftion, f

The CoJJacks feeing themfelves thus t,

tagems. 
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tagerasj and in the night following at- 
* tacked the PoliJfj Army with all their 
Force} but their defign wasprevented 
firfi: by the fall of the Rain, and then 
by the vigilance of the King and his 
Generals, who doubled their Guards. 
At this time Mehemet C&elebey , a Con¬ 
verted Tartar , who had been a long 
whilein the fervice of the Great Gene¬ 
ral, and had been made a Captain by 
him, having been fent out with a party 
to purfuethe Tartars , returned into the 
Camp, bringing back prifoner with 
him, a Tartar of quality, named Mur-. 
UfaAga, one of the Cham’s Kinred, 
who had been wounded at the Battel of 
Berejlesko , and was not able to follow 
the reft, and had offered Fifteen thou- 
fand Rixdollars to Czelebey for his ran- 
fom j but this Polonifed Tartar , prefer¬ 
red his Faith and Promife which he had 
many years fince ingaged to the Great 
General his Mafter , before all the 
Money and other confiderable advant- 
ag c s i which this great perfon of Tar- 
tary offered him , if he would return 
with him into his Countrey, He report¬ 
ed 








cd alfo, that he had found by the way,, 
more then Ten thoufand Tartars , either :h 
{lain or wounded, which they had left i 
behind them : An extraordinary mark tjj 
of their precipitous flight, their cuftom ^ 
being to burn them, rather then leave ij 
them in the power of their Enemies. ' j e

The CoJJackj whofe laft defign took th 
no effeft, were now more and more m 
backed in and incommodated} their 
onely refuge was the paflage which they

At length the Polijh Artillery thun- , c 
dering againft their Tabor, w.th more r 
execution then ever, they fent out three h

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hvtkh to defire Peace they applied 
themfelves firft to the Great General, 
who feverely reproaching them for 
their cruelty and perfidioufnefs , told 
them , That they had rendred them- 
felves unworthy of the favorofhis Ma- 
jefty of Poland b and that they did not 
deferve to be ufed as Chriftians, after 
that infamous Alliance which they had 
made with the Turks and Tartars, 

The King notwithftanding, by the 
advice of the Senators, admitted them 
to Audience under a Pavillion fet up¬ 
on the Hill, from whence the Tartars 
had been driven > where they fell down 
upon their faces, and prefented a Let¬ 
ter in the name of all the CoJJacks 5 and 
often begged for Mercy , Mercy , repeat¬ 
ing this word at all the requefts they 
made } and upon all occafions, killing 
the Hands and Garments of the Sena¬ 
tors who were there prefent. HisMa- 
jeftyof Poland having called his Coun- 
fel, anfwered them by the Bifhop of 
c.ulm^ his Great Chancellor, That al¬ 
though their crimes were fuch, that 

they 
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they ought to have made them Ioofe all 
hopes of Pardon 3 yet his Majefty de- 11 
firing to be conformable to the Divine n 
Goodnefs and Mercy, did impart his; 
and if they would give fufficient proofs 
of their'true Repentance, and perfect 1 
Submiffion, he wohld pardon all what " 
was paffed, upon thofe conditions 
which they fliould receive in writing 
the next day about Eleven of the Clock. ‘ 
Till which time, a Ceflation of Arms 
was granted as they defired. Creja, their 1 
Principal Deputy,remained as an Hoft- 
age, and the other Deputies returned " 
upon the Seventh at the hour appoint- ® 

ed, to receive the Articles, upon which ''

4. That if they .were not contented, 
that their number fhould be reduced to 
Twelve thoufand for the Guard of the 
Frontiers, this Article fhould be refer¬ 
red to the next Diet. 

5. That as to their Priviledges 
which they might pretend to, thofe 
onely fhould be continued to them 
which were granted by the deceafed 
General Koniefyolskj in the year One 
thoufand fix hundred and twenty 
eight. 

The Deputies returning to their 
Camp, and making known thefe Con¬ 
ditions of Peace, brought back the 
next day this Anfwer. 

That as to the firft Article they 
would promife, to do their utmoft, to 

put 
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put Kmhlnivki and his Secretary into 
the Kings hands, and would yield to 
the Se.cot;d and third 5 but as for more, 
they could never agree to, ncr hold to 
any other Articles , then thofe of the 
Treaty of Zboron. 

The King much offended at this 
Anfwer, redoubled his Batteries and 
refolved abfolutely to exterminate 
them, as they on the contrary would 
chufe rather to die, then to recede from 
that Treaty. 

They anfwered to thedifchargesof 
the Polijh Artillery, but not fo often ; I 
which gave fufpition that their Powder 1 
was ipent: Some were fo bold as to ad- ; 
vancc fo near to the Polijh Camp, that i 
they heard the orders which were given 1 
to th t.Tolifh Soldiers 5 which being I 
known, they were obliged to change 1 
their orders 5 as alfo, the defign they ] 
had .formed of giving a general afiault 1 
to their Tabor: And fo ftrongly did < 
th eCpJJackj refill: all the attempts of the : 
FolandcrsagamR. them, that their valor : 
had merited extraordinary Commenda- I 
tions, if it had not been accompanied 1 
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with many deteftable cruelties, as Flea- 
ing alive , burning by degrees 5 and 
doing a thouland other mifcheifs to the 
P danders who fell into their hands. So 
much did the propofing of thofe Con¬ 
ditions , wh#ewith they were to buy 
their Peace, infpire them with Rage 
and Fury, in which they were kept on 
by their Pope/ ( for fo they call their 
Triejis) who ceafed not to encourage 
them with the hopes of the quick re¬ 
turn of their General, and the Tartars. 
But the inconveniences which they fuf- 
fered, and the long abfence of KtnieU 
niski undeceiving them from the falfe 
hopes they fuftained of a fpeedy aflift- 
ance, they began to defire Peace very 
earneftly 5 their Commanders who faw 
that it could not be effected, but to 
their prejudice, refitted with all their 
power: And feeing that Dziadzialt , 
whom they had fubftituted in the room 
of Kmeltiiskt , did lend an Ear towards 
an accommodation, they forfook him, 
and fet up Bohun in his place 5 who to 
fignalize the beginning of his new Ge- 
nerallhip, upon the information he re¬ 
ceived 
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ceived that the Palatine of Braclavp 
had paffed the River With fame Forces, 
to (hut up thofe Paffages which the Cof- 
facks made ufe of to go. out to For- 
rage, and by which, they might at laft 
retreat y he went out witha good num¬ 
ber of the Old Cqffackjn Militia , and 
two pieces of Cannon, to drive them 
back, and to reinforce the Guards which 
they had placed in the Forts, made for 
the prefervation of the Paffage : But 
fcarce was he out of the Camp, when 
as the jealoufie and fufpition which 
they had a long time harbored , That 
the old Soldiers and Officers had a de- 
fign to retreat and leave the reft, be¬ 
gan now to break out, and a newrai- 
fed Cojjack , having publiftied it a- 
loud , That Bohun was gone out to 
this intent. The noife of it imme¬ 
diately fpred it felf throughout the 
Camp, andcaufed fuch a confirmation, 
that every one began to flie in the 
gyeateft diforder. 


The 
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The Ways and Caufeys which they 
had made in the Marlhes near their 
* : Camp were too flraight, and many fal¬ 
ling in, ftuck faftin the Mire, although 
they laid their Vefts, Cloaks, and o- 
ther garments to draw them out. Bohnn 
| perceiving this confufion, came with 
his old loldiers to remedy ir, but could 
not, and the Torrent drawing them in 
alfo along with it, they were for¬

^ refh The Palatine of Braclato feeing 
the enemies Army come out of their 
Tabor fo precipitoufly, could not ima¬ 
gine what it meant, and thinking at 
firft that they came.to fall upon him, 
he placed jhimfelf with the two thou¬ 
sand men which he had onely then 
with him, in a pofture the mod advan¬ 
tageous to hinder his being enCompaf- 
>) fed in, but taking more notice of the 
enemy a while after, he was better in¬ 
formed, and began to purfue them, 
but was flopped by the force and con¬ 
fufion of the rout as they favedthem- 
- felves j yet he fet upon them as Coon 

i • 
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as he could, being feconded by the 
Auxiliaries of the Palatine of Plosko, 
who making a review at the fame time 
w hen the flight of the CoJjackj began , 
was the neareft to purfue them3 The 
reft of the Tolijf) Army which did not 
exped that their enemies fhould be Co 
fodainly routed, and confequently 
were not on horfeback, except thofe 
who guarded the Camp, ran ftreight 
to the Tabor of the Co£ackj , where 
finding fufficient booty, they imploy- 
ed themfelves about it, inftead of pur¬ 
suing their enemies 3 the CoJJackj loft 
no lets in this flight then twenty thou- 
fand men, either killed by the Poland' 
ers , or loft in the Woods, Briers, 
Marlhes, and Boggs 3 two thoufand 
of them retreating to a little hill 
within their Tabor , not in hopes of any 
relief, but as men refolved to fell their 
lives as dear as they could 3 when they 
faw themfelves conftrained to yield to 
the multitude of the Polanders , fome caft 
themfelves into the River, others into 
the Boggs, and in. one place three 
hundred of them were in a body to¬ 
gether 
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gether, and defended themfelves Vali¬ 
antly againfl: the great number of thofe 
who alfaultedthem, and fet upon them 
on all fides$ yet that thefe alfo might not 
defpair, and fet too little value upon 
their lives, the Po/e/offered them both 
that and anything elfe they had of va¬ 
lue about them, but this rather incenfed 
them the more 5 and immediately they 
took out of their Pockets and Girdles, 
all their Money t or whatfoever they 
had confiderable, and threw it into the 
water, and after that, fought till the 
laft man, everyone as it were refolving 
to fight fingly againfl: the force of Po- 
landj and what was very remarkable, 
one of them held out three hours againft 
all a (faults whatfoever, for having got 
a little Boat in a Pond in the Marfhes, 
and covered himfclf with the fides of 
it, he avoided all the (hot which they 
made at him, and in anfwer, (hot away 
all the Powder he had atthem;and with 
his Sithe repulfed all thofe who attack¬ 
ed him. A Mufcovite who fet upon 
him with the fame weapon could doe 
nothing, and for all his skill hardly e- 
k 2 fcaped 
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fcaped from being cut off by the mid¬ 
dle, next,a Gentleman of the Countrey 
of Czcchanou , and a German Foot-fol- 
dier feeing that the Mufcovite could not 
aecomplifh his defigne, went into the 
water up to the neck, and begun the 
fight again, and were received with 
as much vigor by the CoJJack^ who was 
now wounded with fourteen Musket 
Bullets, to the great aftonifhment of the 
Army, and the King of V cl and himfelf 
in whofe fight this was performed $ the 
King who could not enough admire 
the valour of the man, called out that 
they fhould give him his life, upon con¬ 
dition that he would yield, to which 
he gave this refoluteanfwer, that he ca¬ 
red not to live, but defired onely to die 
like a foldier, and at laft was run 
through with a Pikeby thehandofan- 
other Gcr>?iun } who came in to reinforce 
the affault. 

The F olanders found in the CojJackj 
Camp , betides a number of Women 
and Children, a veryconfiderable boo¬ 
ty, and forty pieces of Ordnance, and 

much 
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much Powder, many Enfignes, and a- 
mongfl: others the Standard, which 
the King at his ele&ion fent to Kmiel- 
ttiskj as a mark of the confirmation of 
his Generalfhip} and another which 
King Vladijlaits fent to the CoJJackj when 
he intended to imploy them in a war 
which he defigned againft the Musco¬ 
vites '■> another which the CoJJackj took 
from the Poles the laft 2 5 of June j the 
Sword which the Greek, Patriarch fent 
to Kniielniskjs as an acknowledgement 
to him for his taking upon him to de¬ 
fend the Greeks Church. The ornaments 
for a Chappel and other rich moveables 
of u Greek, Prelate, who ftiled himfelf 
Archbifhop ofCorinth^and was theRe- 
fident of the Patriarch with Kmielniskj , 
he it was that mod of all incouraged 
and kept on the Rebellion of the Cof- 
f ac k s and Rujfians , and v/as much a* 
gainft any accommodation, he was kil¬ 
led in his flight with an Arrow fhot by 
a young man a Polander. They found 
alfo Kmelniskj his Cabinet, wherein was 
the Seal of the 7 ,aporovian Army, and 
divers Letters from the Grand Signior, 
L 3 the 
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the Great Duke of Mufcovy , and the 
Prince of Tranfylvania , with about thir¬ 
ty thoufand Rixdollars, which were 
defigned for the Tartars^ Veils lined 
with rich Furrs, Arms in great number, 
and Provifion in abundance j and even 
th e Pots and Spits at the fire, a figne 
that their flight was not at all preme¬ 
ditated. 

This defeat cod the Foies not many 
men, and but one Captain of Radzevil 
his Regiment of Foot, who was flain 
at the attacquing of the three hun¬ 
dred Cojjacks who retired into the 
Marlb. Befides thofe who were al¬ 
ready fent to purfue the CoJJackj the 
General of the Campagnia and the 
Duke of Wifoovpitz, with feven Regi¬ 
ments were Commanded out to hinder 
them from rallying, whokilled all they 
overtook, a great number of them at¬ 
tempting to retreat by Dubrto^ three 
thoufand were cut in pieces by the 
Garrifon of that Town, and di¬ 
vers others as they palled over a long 
Caufey. The King leaving almoft all 
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the Auxiliaries at BerefteskPj marched 
alfo in purfuit of them towards Krzmi- 
ettecz, ^ but found in all that journey no¬ 
thing but fpettacles of horror, the ways 
being (hewed with dead bodies, and 
the Woods filled withthofemiferable 
perfons, who after their defeat, fled 
into the thickeft part of them, where 
they found no other fuftenance for ma ¬ 
ny days, than the Barks of Trees, and 
moftofthem were foweak, that their 
Legs were not able to ferve them 
in their flight $ the indignation of the 
Tolanders at length was changed into pi¬ 
ty at the light of thefe Skeletons, and 
inftead of purfuing them to deftroy 
them, they did it to give them their 
lives, and to perfwade them to pre- 
ferve themfelves. The King himfelf 
feeing them in this deplorable condi¬ 
tion, caufed Provifions to be diftribu- 
ted amongfl; them, and allured them 
of pardon if they would leave the re¬ 
bellious CoJJackj and return to their 
Houfes ; thus did his PoliJI) Majefty (hew 
his Clemency, and not rigoroufly put 
to the (word that rebellious people 
L 4 where- 
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whereby he muft have neceffarily depo¬ 
pulated one of the principal Provinces 
of his Kingdom, which ferved for a Ram¬ 
part to the reft, and muft confequently 
have ruined a number of Gentlemen,and 
chief ofthe Nobility, who having great 
Eftates there, could not have received 
their Rents, if the Countrey had been 
unpeopled. The Peafants in Poland 
being a part of the Gentlemens inhe¬ 
ritance, and by this means they being 
deprived of their Tenants, it would 
have been very difficult for them to find 
others to ferve them in the Tenure of 
Viiletiage, and this is the true Motive 
whrch then and at other times hath hin- 
dred the utter mine of the CoJjackj, 
without which confideration, it would 
not h^,ve been difficult to have deftroy- 
ed them.

The King judging his prefence necef- 
fary to terminate this War, and tocom^ 
pleat the Reduftion of the CoJJackj , 
made account to march with his whole 
Army to faovia, and from thence to 
feud his Forces and Orders neceftary 
















for the accomplifhing of this defign.' 
But the Nobility oppofed it, alledging* 
T hat the neceffity of his Affairs did 
oblige him to return-, and that part of 
the Array, would be fufficient to per¬ 
form what remained, That the CoJJackj 
were fcattered, and in no condition to 
rally after this defeat 5 that if any of 
them fhould take up Arms again, the 
raifed Troops would be fufficient to 
hinder and render ufelefs all their at¬ 
tempts whatfoever, and in one word, 
that there could be no pretence of lead¬ 
ing the Nobility into a Countrey de¬ 
folate and laid watte by the continual 
violences of the CoJfackj and Tartars, 
and where they might be famifbed 5 fo 
that upon a general Council held at 
Orla } of all the Commanders and Offi- 
cers of the Army, it was determined, 
that thole who would return Ihould be 
latisned, which were the greater num- 
bers and his Majetty of Poland after 
he had left his Inftru&iohs with the 
Great General Potoskj, for the confum- 
matmg that which he had fo happily 
undertaken, took his journey towards 

Warfare^ 
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Warfare, having firft had a promife from 
the Nobility of a new fupply of Men 
and Money. The King before his de¬ 
parture alfo received an account, how 
that the Cham being informed of the 
defeat of the CoJfackj, had haftened 
his retreat towards Grim, and that the 
four thoufand Turks who came to their 
affiftance, having alfo intelligence of it, 
had palled the Borifihenes with all dili¬ 
gence This news was accompanied al¬ 
fo with that of the defeat of the Cojfack 
in Lithuania by Prince Radzevtl. 

Th eCoJfack* to the number of twelve 
thoufand. Commanded by Niebaba one 
of their Generals, had placed them- 
felves near to Loiowogrod , at the en¬ 
trance of the River Sefz, into the Bo¬ 
rifihenes , where after they had made 
Works to fecure to themfelves the 
pafifage over thole Rivers, their Ge¬ 
neral left Forces to guard them. Prince 
Radzevil , General of Lithuania, hearing 
of this, refolved tofet upon them, and 
to this effe&,fent before him Major Ge¬ 
neral Mir ski with three thoufand cho- 
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fen men, with Orders to pafs the Borijl* 
henes , and he himfelf embarked with the 
reftof hisFootand his Artillery, while 
his Horfe marched by Land, at his 
arrival hefet upon their intrenchments 
on one fide, while that Mir ski to whom 
he had given the fignal by the difcharge 
offome of his Cannon, was to fall up¬ 
on the other} the Cojfacks defended 
themfelves bravely for an hour and 
half, after which they were overthrown 
and cut in pieces. Niebaba coming with 
his Army to the relief of his. 

Prince Radzevil , although that Mir ski 
were not yet joyned with him,as having 
not paired the River which parted 
them, negle&ed not to incounter him, 
and after a (harp conflict, in which three 
of the principal Colonels of the CoJJackj 
and Niebaba their General was flain, o- 
verthrew their Army,killed threethou- 
fand men, took many prifoners, and a- 
mongft the reft the Nephew of Niebaba , 
the reft faved themfelves in their Camp, 
which was not far from the place of 
Battel, which they alio fodainly aban^ 
doned, as alfo the City of Lubiecz , 

and 
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and Cz-ernobelneat toit,who yieldedup 
themfelves without making any great 
refiftance to Gonfieuskj , General of the 
Artillery of Lithuania. 5 after which 
Prince Rad&evil took his-way towards 
Kiovia, to put an end to the remainder 
of the Rebellion in thofe parts. 

General Totoskj imployed himfelf to 
the lame purpofe in Volhytiia , where 
the difficulty of getting Provifions ha¬ 
ving forced him to divide his Army in¬ 
to many parts, he appointed their Ren¬ 
dezvous to be at Lubertovpa , a Town 
which in the heat of all the war had 
preferved it felf by the convenience of 
its fcituation, and number of its In¬ 
habitants, and from thence to goe and 
make an attempt upon Tawolocz, and 
Rialacierkierv , giving a drift Command, 
that the Officers fhould order it, that 
their Soldiers fliould fo behave them* 
felves in that manner, that the Peafants 
might by no means be conftrained to 
quit their Houfes, or to deftroy what 
Provifions were left. The Gentlemen 
@lfo took all care to bring the Peafants 

to

to their former duty, promifing them 
by Letters and Meffages, that they 
fhould be moft favourably dealt withal, 
if they would return to their obedience. 

Tn the mean time Kntklniskj having 
with a fumme of Money, appeafed the 
Cham tind freed him(el£ returned into 
vkjrain to ftrengthen and confirme the 
minds of thofe people, which the laft 
defeat and his abfence had very much 
lhaken 5 and taking the fame courfe as 
formerly, in thofe places where he 
could not be in perfon, by his Letters 
and Emiffaries^ he gave new heat to 
their courage, which was very much 
abated, exhorting them to maintain 
the caufe of the Publick, and putting 
them in mind how fortune was momen¬ 
tary and changeable, and if of late (he 
had declared her felf in favour of the 
Poles, yet fhe had left the CoJJaokj 
Strength and forces fufficient to renew 
the war and recover their Ioffes, and 
to feed their hopes, he gave out that 
one Ragoci in Poland was revolted, and 
thereby had obliged the King to draw 

back 
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back the greateft part of his Army to 
flop his progrefsj that the Flower of 
the old CoJJackjan Militia was gathering 
together, and that in few days the Tar¬ 
tar/ would come and joyn with them a- 
gain to revenge their laft defeat, and 
to keep up the hopes of this people ftill 
more high, from time to time he dif- 
patched feveral Embaffies to the Cham, 
which he accompanied with magnificent 
protnifes to induce him to afford him 
new fupplies, remonftrating to him 
that the fecurity of both their for¬ 
tunes depended upon it, and that the 
ruine of the one would infallibly ex- 
pofe the other to the Folifi power , he 
ifentalfo three Envoyes to the Ottoman 
Court, to reprefent to them, thatifthe 
CoJJackj were afiifted by the Grand Sig- 
nior, they might be in a condition to 
make head againft all the Forces ofP<?- 
land , but if they were abandoned, they 
mud be neceflitated to an accommoda¬ 
tion, and in the end tomake war againft 
himfelf. 


Prince 
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Prince Janus Radzevil , to whom Hie- 
bovpitz , Palatine of Smolensko was joyn- 
ed, having left Fronc^ewitz^, Lieute* 
nant-CoIlonel of the Huflars , with 
fome Forces about Czernihoro, to hin¬ 
der the excurfions of that Garrifon , 
went towards Kiovia , after they had 
forced from thofe Quarters the Cojfackj- 
an Colloqels, Antonio and Orkujjfa^ and 
put their Forces into fuch diforder, that 
they were conftrained to burn their 
Tabor, and their Bridge, and fly into 
the Town 5 neither did they ftay there 
any time, for the terror of the march 
of th e Lithuanian Army fpreading it felf 
through the reft of the Cojjackian For¬ 
ces, who thought to (helter themfelves 
in the Countrey about, they quitted 
that Town, which was one of their 
principal Retreats. The Inhabitants 
feeing they were deprived of their 
Garr ifon, and all other means of de¬ 
fending themfelves, fent their Suppli¬ 
cations to the PoliJI) General by their 
Archbilhop, and their Archimandrit or 
Abbot of their chief Greeks Monaftery, 
requeftingof him that he would (pare 
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that City which the King had always 
thegoodnefs to preferve,and which du¬ 
ring the laft wars, had ferved for a 
place of refuge to the Tolijh Nobility, 
which requeft was granted by Prince i 
Radzevil , who onely difarmed them, to 
take away from them for the future the < 
opportunity of doing ill. 

Kmclniskj hearing of the lofs of Kio- 
via , doubled his diligence, and fought 
out all means imaginable to bring a new 
-Army into the Field, able to flop the 
progrefs of his enemies, and the unfor¬ 
tunate pofture of his affairs fuggefted i 
counfel to him full of fury and defpair: 
in the middle of which, he found not 
only his Coffackf, b ut a great part of the 
Peafants alfo inclined to try again the 
fortune of the war, and among thefe 
latter, there were fome who openly 
declared, that it was difgraceful to 
them to be dejefted for the ill fuccels 
of one Battel, and that thofe who o- | i 
vercame them now, they had formerly i 
overcome, and the fame might be per¬ 
formed again 5 but if that 

mould 
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fhould obftinately declare her felf for 
the Poles, there was ftill a place left 
them to retreat into, the Countrey of the 
Turks, where they might live with more 
freedom then in RuJJia, to which intent 
they had already wrote to the Bafla of 
Silijtria, 

So that many of thePeafants went e- 
very day to joyn with Kmielniski, and 
the CoJJackj began their incur fions and 
yiolencies in many places, particularly 
thofe who inhabit near the Niejler and 
Walluchta who are moreaccuftomedto 
thefe Robberies then the other. Ge¬ 
neral Potoski had Cent out two thoufand 
men under the Command of the star- 
rojle of Kamenecz his fon againft them, 
but iqftead of fending him the recruits 
which he demanded, he called him back 
again, judging it more convenient to 
tb keep his Forces in one body, the Ge¬ 
neral fent afterwards feven Squadrons 
towards Bialacierkjero to hear news of 
the CoJJackj, but inftead of obeying 
their Orders, they fell to plunder a 
Town called P aveolocz, and were met 
M With- 
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Withal by two thoufand Cojfacly, and 
five hundred tartars not far from thence, 
who fet upon them, and drove them to- 
the Gates of that Town, took away all 
their booty, and had utterly defeated 
them, had not the Forces of the Duke 
of Wifnomtt arrived in time to their 
afliftance, by whofe help they made 
head againft thofe who purfued them, 
and drove part of themintotheir Ta¬ 
bor, and part into Bialaeerkjeve, it was 
known by fome Tartar prifoners, taken 
Upon this occafion, that there were but 
two thoufand of them with Kmidniskj, 
butthatin a few days four thoufand o- 
thers werfe expe&ed, and that the reft 
of thofe Infidels were gone to refrefh 
their Horfes in the Paftures of the de¬ 
fart Plains, end had received Orders to 
be in readinefs to return upon the fir ft 
occafion into Poland. This newsmade 
General Potos^i ta delay his march, till 
the arrival of his Foot and Baggage •> 
when deliberating in Council, with his 
Officers what was to be done > they de- 
termined to feizfe upon Chzajlowa, a 
Town on the way'to to fa¬ 

cilitate 
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tilitate their communication with if 
and their joyning. with Prince Radze- 
-oilt) while they lay expe&ing the Foot 
at Taxipolocz , which marched but (low¬ 
ly 5 the Plague took away in the flow* 
er of his age Michael Koribnth , Duke of 
Wifnimtz,, who had given fufficient 
proof of his Valor and Angular Con¬ 
duct in all this War, by which he was 
deprived of the Revenue of a great 
Eftate in Vkrain. 

After that the Army had fpetlt the 
five and twentieth of Augufi in ren- 
dring their lift Devoirs to this great 
perfon, they marched the next day to¬ 
wards Trylijtcz^ a place Well fortified * 
this Garrifon having fent a fierce an- 
fwer to the fummons of the PoliJ).) Ge¬ 
neral to furrender themfelves, he Com¬ 
manded rrientskj- General of the Artil¬ 
lery, and Commifiary of the Army, 
ana Berg , Lieutenant-Colonel to the! 
Regiment of Prince Bogijlam Radzevil , 
With feven hundred German Foot toat- 
tacque them 5 they loft thteefeore or 
lourfcote men in the approaches * 
M a With 







with Captain Strayfe, and Captain Wahl, 
but being relieved with the Polijfj Foot, 
in two hours time they made themfelves 
'Matters of the Town and Cattle, not- 
withftanding the obftinate refiftanceof 
the befieged, among whom, even the 
Women did good fervice, and fought 
with their Sithes; all here were put to 
the fword without diftin&ion of Sex or 
Age. The Governor of the place, a 
CoJJackj, was hanged in the heat of 
blood , the Town was plundered, and 
what could not be carried away, was 
with it reduced to Afhes, and thisfeve- 
rity wrought better effects then per¬ 
haps Clemency could have done, for 
the Flames being perceived by thofe 
of Chwajiowa, the three hundred^ 
ftcks which guarded that Town, for- 
Cook it,and the Inhabitants alfo follow¬ 
ed their example, although they might 
well have refitted the Poles , and put 
them to the expenfe of a great num¬ 
ber of men. 

Prince Radzevil expe&ing the Kings 
Orders ,andthat the Pohjh Armyfboald 
i.. - : come 
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come to him, kept himfelf always near 
to Kiovia , not without fome danger 5 
the Enemy endeavouring by all means 
poffible to furprize him, or at leaft to 
hinder the General Potoskj fromjoyn' 
ing with him. Upon the fifteenth of. 
Attguft Colonel Nold being fent out by 
this Prince, difcovered by the Wind- 
mil near to the Gate of Kiovia, called 
the Gilded Gate , a great body of Cof- 
fackj mingled with Tartars , which foon 
allarmed the Camp, and a patty of 
Light Horfe fet Upon them with fuch 
courage, that after they had taken a 
Bridge which the enemies put much 
trull: in for the fecuring themfelves, 
they killed a thoufand ofthemupon the 
places fome of the prifoners confeffed 
that this body of three thoufand men 
was to have joyned with a thoufand 
more, with defigne of falling upon the 
Lithuanian Army in their intrench’* 
ments. 

Prince Radzevilixfer this advantage* 
fet forward to joyn with the Tolijb Army, 
after that he had left a fufficient Garri- 
M 3 fon 
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fbninKimia, and furniihed it withal! 
tilings neceflary for its prefer vati on : 
Generali? otoskj having fent fifteen hun¬ 
dred men before him, advanced with 
the reft of his Army as far zs Vaftlikm , 
tofacilitate their conjunction $ Kmd- 
niskj. finding himfelf unable to hinder 
this, and forefeeing the dammage he 
muft receive from it, deputed divers to 
the General to Treat with him about 
an accommodation, and to defire him 
to interpofe the credit he had with the 
Senate and the polijl) Army, to prevent 
theeffufion of fo much blood as wasrea- 
dy to be filled, and.to bring the Cof- 
fackj in favour again with his Majefty 
of roland, afluring him they would re¬ 
main faithful in his fervice, and moft 
Religioufly obferve the Treaty of 
Zborotv^ thefe propofitions of peace 
prefented by Kmielniskj , made fmall 
impre(?ions upon the mind of the Polijh 
General, who being well informed of 
the continual addreffes which he made 
tO'the Port 9 and to the Cham, to ob¬ 
tain a fpeedy fupply, and confequent- 
Jy undetftaod that all what he did, was 
t but 
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but to gain time an<d leifure to eftablilh 
his affairs , he refolved without delay 
to terminate this controverfie by force 
of Arms. The Folijh Army being now 
confiderably reinforced, by the con¬ 
junction of the Lithuanians , confifting 
of nine thoufand chofen men 5 KmieU ' 
niskj although he had received afrefh 
Supply of (ix thoufand Tartars^ did not 
negleft to make another attempt to¬ 
wards an accommodation, and the Pa¬ 
latine of Kiovia endeavoured with di- 
wers arguments to induce the Generals 
to put an end to this War, rather by 
a general Pardon, then by the conti¬ 
nuation of fo many cruelties, repre¬ 
senting to them that the many troubles 
which the Soldiers had undergone in 
this Campagnia,and the Difeales reign¬ 
ing amongft them, had diminifhed,and 
"did diminilh daily a great number of 
them, fo that the Generals and 

Radzevily condefcended to -recerve the 
Cojjackj deputed to come and defire 
peace. Kmidnisk} defiring that forne 
one might be difpatched to him, to 
.conferre with Vihottsfij his Secretary, 

and 
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and intimate Friend, they Tent to him 
Mafeuski, a Captain of Horfe, with a 
Letter to him from the General Potos- 
kf, bpt becaufe he gave him not the 
Title pf General of the Zaporovian 
Army, this omiflion was taken fora 
great injury, and made a difturbance 
among the CoJJackj ? but Makpuski ha¬ 
ving appeafed them by giving them 
fufficient reafons far what was done j the 
conference began, in which the Tolijb 
Deputy propqfed, that Kmielntskj 
(hould fend away the Tartars ^nd come 
Jiimfelf to the Polijh Camp and pay his 
refpetts to their Generals? be wasa-? 
gainft the firft of thefe proportions for 
a long time, whatfoever his Secretary 
could doe to draw from him his con- 
fent, but in the end he agreed to one 
as well as the other, although his Offi¬ 
cers and the Ruffian Peafants expreflfed 
a great deal of repugnancy for the lat¬ 
ter. But finding it not convenient to 
continue this conference in the CoJJackj 
Camp, left that the Tartars fufpe&ing 
Treated of might attempt 
agaipft the perlons of the 
Com- 
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Commiffioners, Vjfjouskj did very much 
inftance that it might be removed to 
Bidacierkjevp. 

Makomhj giving an account to the 
Generals of the ToliJ!) Army, of his Ne¬ 
gotiation with the CpJJackj , it was 
thought expedient to fend Commiffion¬ 
ers to Bialacierkjevp as they defired, to 
this intent were deputed the .Palatines 
of Kiovia and Smolensky. Zowueuskj, 
High Steward of Lythuania and CoJJa- 
cousky, fecond Judge ofBraclaw , whom 
they guarded with a great Convoy, of 
which five hundred Horfe onely were 
permitted to enter the Town. Thefe 
Commiffioners Treating with thofeof 
Kmielniskji agreed of all the conditi¬ 
ons of peace, excepting fome few points 
which were afterwards to be decided 
in the two Camps, but were in great 
danger of their lives, firfl: in the Army 
of the CoJJackj, where Kmelniskj and 
his Officers had enough to doe to de¬ 
fend them from the violencies of the 
Tartars, and the Peafants, who could 
opt endure any propositions of Peace,

ticles would be to reduce them to their !

upon them in their return, andplun- ; 
.dered part of their Baggage- !

In the mean time General To to ski j 
and Prince Radzevi!, feeing that tho 1 
Treaty was almoftconcluded, removed j 
from Hertnanorvka to Bialacerkjcxo^ the i 
place where Kmielniskj and the princi- I 
pal Commanders of the CojJackj were ( 
to renew their Gath of Allegiance to t 
the King and State, at the approach i 
of the PoIjJIj Army, th e CojJackj feemed i 
to be very much furprized, but they j 
being certified that it was upon no o- i 


ther defigne then to oppofe the incur- < 
fions of the Tartars , new Commiffion- 1

But the CojJackj inftead of that pre- c 
fented new propofitions, as if they had a 
forgot what had been fo lately determi- f ( 
gcd, demanding the performance of the jj 

Treaty 
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Treaty at Zborow^ that the Tolijh Army 
ftiould leave the frontiers, and give 
them liberty to maintain their confede¬ 
racy with the Tartars, whom they ac¬ 
knowledged to be the true defenders 
of their priviledges; fo that after the 
Poles had reproached them of their 
iightne/s and infidelity, which muft 
needs proceed from the news of fome 
new fupply from th e Tartars, or the 
falfe report of the Grand Signior his 
•fending fome eonfiderableForces; they 
drew up their Army, and committed 
the right wing to Prince Radzievjl with 
his Lithuanians, the left to Kalinonsh, 
and referved the main body for Gene¬ 
ral Totoski. The CoJJacks and Tartars 
came alfo out of their Camp, as if they 
had no other defigne but to obfervethe 
pofture of the Poles $ there paflbd di¬ 
vers skirrnifhes between them for three 
days, and divers Companies of the E- 
nemie hid thetnfelves in Thickets and 
elofe places, making frequent attempts 
upon the Polifi Army, annoying them 
fometimes in the F!anck,and fometimes 
W the fleer, tyhich it is thought they 
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did to make the Polijh Generals more 
tra&able, and to obtain more advanta 
gious conditions of peace. In the mean 
time they being wearied with the de¬ 
lays of Kmeluiskh who pretended to 
dilallow of all thefe attempts and skir- 
mifhes^ and being earned: with him to 
declare his mind, he fent them upon 
the 26 o?September, three Deputies to 
endeavor ferioufly .the conclulion of 
the Treaty 5 thefe were much more 
moderate 19 their demands, although* 
they were very different alfo from thofe 
agreed upon at Bidacerkktv’■> for af¬ 
ter they had concluded that the number 
of the Cojjacks inrolled, (hould amount 
to twenty thpufand , they demanded 
alfo that they might have their Quar¬ 
ters in the Palatinates of Braclato and 
Czernihonv.j and this being refufed, they 
in lifted, that at leaft the Polijh Forces 
(hould not be quartered there during 
the time that Kmielmskj was employed 
in inrolling the CoJJackjan Militia y and 
that they (hould give him for his own 
maintenance, the Territories of C%iv- 
cjptjy and Boromfza. Potoskj g a VP them 
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to underftand, that this latter demand 
could not be granted without exprefs 
Orders from the King and State, blit 
condefcended to the other, after that 
Kmielnisk} had fecretly informed him 
that he infilled upon it only to content 
the revolted Peafants,whom he thought 
not fit to irritate fo long as they kept to J 
gether, and made fo confiderable a bo¬ 
dy, fo that there remained nothing but 
that he and his chief Officers (hould 
come and make their fubmiffions to the 
Tolijh Generals, which he was inclina¬ 
ble enough to do, after he had recei¬ 
ved Hoftages for his fecurity, though 
divers of his Officers with great diffi¬ 
culty were brought to confent to it.- 
Upon the 28 of September , he and the 
principal Commanders of the CoJJacks 
came to the Tolijh Camp, where with 
much Humility , and the Tears in his 
Eyes (which he had always ready to 
fhed, when the neceffity of his affairs 
required ) he asked Pardon of the Great 
General Totosk }, and faluted Prince 
Radzevil , and the reft of the Nobility 
With all refpeft. In his prefence were 
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die Articles of the Treaty read, and be¬ 
ing figned on both parts, and confirmed 
by Oath 3 aril ended in an entertain¬ 
ment which was given to thofe of his 
Train.

1 / | "'Hat in Consideration of the fub- 
f mijjion and acknowledgement 
which the Zaporovian Army and its Com¬ 
manders had made to be always obliged 
to ferve the King and State 3 This Army 
fhould be corny ofedfor the future of twenty 
thoufand men , which to ere to be chofcn and 
Regijlred by their General andojficers^and 
fjould have their Quarters in the Coitntey 
and Lands belonging to his Majefiy in the 
Palatinates <?/Kiovia,Bfaclaw,4«d Czer- 
nihow, but the Lands of the Nobility fiould 
be free from Quartering of Soldiers. 

2. That if any of the Subjells of the 
Mobility were Regijired in the Zaporovian

for them t o fell their Goods , whither move - 










abtes or others , and in what part foever 
they were , without any hindrance or mo - 
lejlation from their Landlords, the Star - 
ro/?e V or Subjlarrcjle’s. 

3. That they Jbould begin to Regijier the 
twenty thoufand Coflacks to be retained? 
within fifteen days , counting from the day 
of the date of this prefent Treaty 3 and 
that this Liji or Roll containing the name , 
filename, and abode of each particular Cofi 
fack^. jhould be Signed by the General of the 
Coflacks, Jhculd be fent to the King ,, and 
a Copy of a Copy be kept in the Rolls of Ki- 
oviaj that thofe were not Regifired or 
Matriculated , jhouldJlill enjoy the antient 
Rights and Priviledges of the Coflacks, 
but thofe whofimld be excluded , fimld 
be bound to the fame Duty as formerly , 
in refpett of the Kings Lands. 

4 * That the Poli{h Forces jhould have 
no Quarters in the Palatinacy o/Kiovia, 
inthoje places ajfignedto the Coflacks, nor 
fhould the latter pretend to any Quarters 
defigned for the Poles in the Palatinacy 
o/Braclaw, and Czernihow, after the 
Feajl of Chriftmas , by which time they 
were to make up the Regijier.

That the Gentlemen of the JaidP&Z- 
tinacies of Kiovia, Braclaw, and Czerni- 
how , Jhould come into free pofjeffion again 
of their Ejiates or Starrojlies , and draw 
from thence their Revenues as formerly 
onelji they Jloould not receive any "Taxes or 
Duties from their SubjeUs, till fuel) time 
as the Regifler were finijhed. , when it would 
he perferUly known who thofe were, who 
were to enjoy the priviledges of the Cof- 
facks, and who not. 

That the General of the Coflacks 
JJjould have the Town of Czerin for his 
proper maintenance and that Bogdan Ktni-

11. That as there never was yet any 
Coflack inrolledfor the guard of the Fron¬ 
tiers of Lythuania^ fo fiould there not be 
any atprefent, but alt floould remain as it 
was already agreed upon^ within the Limits 
of the Palatinacy of Kiovia. 

12. That feeing the faid City of Kio- 
via was a Metropolitan, and a feat of Judi¬ 
cature, therefore there flmild be but few 
Coflacks Regijlred therein. 

13. That for the greater fecurity of this 
Treaty, both the Polifh CommiJJioners and 
the Generalof the Zaporovian Army with 
their Commander s.fjould be bound by oath 
to keep it 3 after which the Polifh Army 
fjould retire into their Quarters, while 
the Soldiers who were to compofe the Zapo¬ 
rovian Army, might be chofen out and Re¬ 
gijlred 3 the Tartars flmld return into their 
Countrey } and the Coflacks home. 
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14. "That Kmielniski #/>e Zaporo- 
vian ArmyJJjottld fend Deputies to the next 
Diet 5 mojl humbly to thanks the King and 
the State for the pardon which he had 
granted them. 

A ftiort time after theconclufion of 
this peace, the Great General Totoskj 
died of an Apoplexy in the Town of 
Laticzow , worn out with years and the 
continual wearifome labors of War 5 in 
which he ferved, firft under the famous 
General Zolkjewitz , he had been in a 
Janguilhing condition fince his laft im¬ 
prisonment in Tartary^ and his great 
courage made him negleft thofe Re¬ 
medies neceflfary for the re-eftablith- 
mentofhis health} fo defiring nothing 
elfe, as he would openly declare it to 
his friends, but to die in the Wars 5 andto 
fanifh his life in his Profeffion} his defires 
were at laft accomplilhed, and beyond 
the (atisfa&ion of ending his life foglo- 
rioufly, he had this alfo} juft at his 
death to terminate by his Valor and 
Condufr, a War fo cruel and ruinous to 
his Countrey.
